That they have had the same under consideration, and are of the opit- 
ion that the project of a rail road: from the western shore of lake Michi- 
gan to the bank of the Mississippi river, is one which recommends itself 
to every well-wisher of the enterprize, the prosperity, and the happiness 
of Wisconsin, as well as to every lover of his country. An enterprize so 
magnificent, so well calculated to develope the vast resources of the state, 
and ‘promote the happiness of the people, in the opinion of your eommit- 

‘tee, should receive the approval of the assembled Representatives of ‘= 
-consin. 

Your committee regard the very liberal fund provided for the rainten- 
ance of common schools, as a subject of the greatest importance, as well 
in regard to its productiveness as to its safe investment ; and cannot, other 
than feel an anxious solicitude that all may be performed within the scope 
of ‘human wisdom, to preserve it unimpaired and undiminished ; that it 
may continue through all time a blessing to each succeeding generation. 
To this.end, we beg leave to offer the result of our reflections in the hope 
of contributing iothe adjustment of a plan which will. give steadiness, 
permanence, ‘and profitableness to the ‘employments of this fand, and 
avoid the difficulties, the expenses, and the losses arising from the E 
ings of an imperfect system. — . 

' It is possible that the publie mind has not yet fally- appreciated the im- 
portance of this subject, from the want of sufficient data on which to pre- 
‘dicate an opinion, “And it may perhaps well be questioned whether even 
the legislature have hitherto viewed it in all its relations and important 
bearings upon the welfare of the state. 

It.is a just subject of inquiry then, whether the present law providing 
for the investments of this fund is not'so defective as to justify a careful 
scrutiny into all its particular details and probable effects, before permit- 
ting an appropriation so sacred to come within its operations. The pro- 
visions for the commen school fand by the state eopstitution, are sach that 
under judicious managements, the principal may ultimately be raised to 
the sum of dive millions of dollars, the interest on which-at seven per. ceti- 
tum jkt annum; will:then amount to an income yearly of three hundred 
and fifty thousand dollars, a sum amply sufficient in connection with other 
resdarces provided by: the constitution to procuse the meae to give s 


* 
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good English education to the entire youth-of Wisconsin ‘for ‘all time to 


come. Although the full amount'of this fund: is not expected to be real- 


ized immediately, yet a large proportion of it will necessarily accumulate 
at an early day, which must be disposed of either in pursuance of law 
now existing, or in such other manner as the present legislature may de- 


Sire. It'is well known that the principal of this fund cannot be used to 


defray the current expenses of schools ;. it must be invested, in a manner 
to yield an annual income, which income alone. is - subject te: the purpose 


of common school education. The calculation is a safe‘one, that within a 


few years the sum to be invested will amount to three millions of dollars, 


-and the yearly income from it at the rate of seven per cent. per annum, 


will amount to two hundred and ten thousand dollars, to be collected and 
disbursed annually. According to the present law, this large amount of 
money must be loaned to individuals, in every part of the state, in amounts 
not less than one hundred nor greater than five hundred dollars, to any 
one individual, nor in any one loan. j , 
Granting. these bonds to be made under the present: statutory provis- 
ions, it is fair to presume that the average amount of each would be that 
between the minimum and maximum sums named in the act, or in other 
words two hundred and ‘fifty dollars. The interest aceruing biennially

It cannot fairly be presumed that the commissioners’ having. charge of . 
this fund, situated as they are at Madison, ean obtain sueh accurate infor- 
mation in regard to the title on so many traets of land; located over every 
part of the state, as to be corifident, of their entire validity, consequently 
great embarrassment must be felt in making loans, and great danger occur 
in the investment. As the fund increases in amount these transactions 
must increase with the attendant losses and expenses. : Can. it be .sup- 
posed that among so great a number of persons, all of. them weuld be 
punetual in the payment of the interest-asit becoms due? Certainly not, 
and yet it is highly important | that this révenue should be certain and 
without diminution; in order that the proper distribution to. the. babe 
school districts in the state may be made. : oo ae 
: The maxim that “punctuality is true-economy in business’? > ig not " B 
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ways.acted upon, and.fróm neglect in this particular the. operations of the 
fand may: be seriously prejudiced. . There is also-much to be apprehended: 
in placing a.suin-of. this magnitude in a situation to exercise unjust con- 
trol over: thé ‘business of legislation and still in addition to this isthe 
alarming character-of the pala. which must arise from this method of 
disposing of the fund. By holding out.inducements to individuals to bes 
come borrowers, great danger exists that persons would place themselves 
in an embarrassing attitude in the evént of the occurrence of one of-fhose 
periods: of great commercial derangement which so frequently agitate bur 
country, aud thereby: become entirely unable to discharge their indebted- 
ness tothe state without surrendering their homes, or compelling them to 
. ask for lemity:cf the legislature, vihich. could hardly be denied nd: 
though it should prejudice.the interest of so sacred a trust. 

- hus much your committee have felt called upon to urge relative i 
the insecurity of the fund and its liability to loss, if invested according to 
the provisions of the present law. In viewing this subject still further, 
and with reference to econonty in the management of the fund, the con- 
viction is irresistable that the large expenditures which must bo made, to 

complete the examination of so-.many thousand. titles, to execute. such a 
vast number. of mortgages; and in the payment of. commissions, clerks, 
and collectors itr each’ county, | would arrest the mcm m of the 
plan noir adopted. : 

The committee, are therefore of opinion, for the reason set forth i in this - 
report, and from a strong solicitude for the- complete suceess in the operas 
tión of the-school fund, that some plan for its employment should te 
adopted which. will insure promptness of payment, and that without dimi- 
nution. Such means for investment are at hand, and will be improving 
with the.advancement of our State; and in a ratio at least equal to ihe 
increasing amount seeking intestment. ': 

- Works. of great public utility arg being projected which will tend greate 
ly to enhance the value of the property, to bring out’ the latent native. 
wealth ‘of the country, and to promote the happiness of the people by . 
contributing to the comforts and elegancies of life... Among all the aids 
ta the. promotion. of ‘civilization, there are none more effective than a. ju- 
dicious system of internal improvement. By this, the way is opened be- 
tween remote parts of the country ; a steadiness is maintained in commer- 
ciṣl pursuits ; intercourse is facilitated between distant; communities, and; 
the vigor and energy of the people are aroused in the encouragement of 
the: "ios fipadly relations. -And of all the modes of: rendoring-sach ad- 
vantages: most ‘certain; hone aré equal to judiciously planned'und^well;coss-

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structed rail-roads. In the most favored parts of civilized Europe, and iir 
the United-States, this method of coinmunieatión is reeommended as the 
best adapted to'the purposes of transportation and social intercourse ;. and: 
no doubt ean be éntertained that in this eountry, such works exert'a-most 
important influence upon our political sysiin, by serving as a bond of 
union betwéen the states of this confederacy. In every country: where 
they have been introdueed, they have been. productive of the most signal 
and permanent benefits. 

It may very properly here be remarked, since experience proves its 
truth, that the value of real estate, within the influence of a well-constructed 
rail road, is improved in price equal, and often greater, than the entire 


. eost of the road; and especially will this be true in a state flourishing as 


ours, where property has not yet attained a high valuation. . 

The Milwaukee and Waukesha rail road is now being vigorously pros- 
ecuted on the first division of the line, with resources drawn entirely from. 
citizens of Wisconsin ; and it is intended, if possible, to complete its con- 
struetion to tho Mississippi river, solely by Wiseonsin capital ;. and there- 
by prove beyond cavil, that she has the means and the enterprise within 
her own borders, to construct a work -of the first magnitude ; and the. in- 
tention to secure to her people the entire income of this work, which un- 
der other circumstances would fill the coffers of foreign money lenders. 

This road is already surveyed as far as Rock River, and it is understood 


' that the survey will be completed to the Mississippi early in the coming 


season. The route of this road will be threugh the most populeus and 
wealthy portions of the state, passing as it will through the counties of 
Milwaukee, Waukesha, Jefferson, Walworth, Rock, Dane, Iowa and 
Grant. _ 

"This first enterprise of the kind, will soon be followed by others as fast 
as they are required by the business of the country, until every portion of 
the state will be in the-enjoyment of privileges commensurate with the 
moral and physical energy of the population. 

It will be remembered by every person conversant- with the history of 
the school lands, that the five hundred thousand acres originally granted. 
by Congress, (expressly for the purpose for which a loan:is now asked, ) 
viz: to aid in the prosecution of works of internal improvement were di- 
verted, but not without serious doubts of the propriety of it from that di- 
rection of conceded merit to swell the already extended fund for the sup- 
port of schools.

MEMORIAL: l 
To the Honorable Senate and Assembly. of. the State of Wisconsin: - 

.The memorial of the Milwaukee and Waukesha Rail Road Company 
respectfully represents, that a large proportion of the people of Wisconsin 
gre more or less directly interested i in the early extensión of the rail road 
ia the interior and western parts.of the state, and that it is tbe desire of 
the company to make the most rapid advancement in the work consistent 
swith a due regard to economy ; that in order to.accomplish this result 
most effectually, the company desire to obtain a loan of two hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars out of the school fund, to be used forthe purpose of 
purchasing iron rails and locomotive engines with which to furnish the 
road from.Milwaukee to Whitewater, after being gtaded, bridged, = 
by the company. 

It is desirable to effect such a Joan if práeticable for a term of not less 
than- üve years, nor exceeding ten years from the tihe of receivihg each 
instalment on the loan, within which time it is believed the whole may” be 
discharged from the revenues of the-road. hs 
. It lis béen the policy of the company to restrict the subscriptions to 
‘the capital stock entirely to the citizens of this state, and thereby make i 
$n fact à Wisconsin enterprise ; and consequently no stock has been 
foxalroad. The requisite stock of $100,000,-on which the-er 
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of theicompany wás effected, wis subscribed by thé-eltiseris 6l Miliau- - 
kerand Waukesha poh this principle’; atid. unless. eompeled ‘to resort 
to foreign aid (whichis not at all expected will be the case) a vtntinuatio 
of this: policy will be steadily.. maintatýed: The subseriptions have’ béer 
enlarged in the past year, by Firmers, mechanics and others, constituting 
the strength of the pedple, in small sums, perfectly within their ability %6 
pay promptly; and at this time the whole amount eonsidorably:exeeódé 
half w'million'of dollars.

may be finished from year to year, it is estifnated that the whole may be 
speedily completed, ata cost of.two or two and a half millions of dollars. 

- From the foregoing it will be seen that the company presents no features 
€f monopoly ; bat the undertaking is emphatically a measure of the people; , 
for the benefit of the people and comniunity at large ; and as such; appeals 


with peculiar force to tlie legislature for such aid and émet us . 
with due regard’ to the interests of the whole state, thé eset in 
with propriety, grant. - 


» We, therefore, with. fall cenfdenes in the propriety.of thé mela 
ipfis to the legislature for a loan out of the school fund, of such aniount 
as Will bà necessary to purchase the iron and:locomotives for the different 
‘divisions of the road. (at least as far as Madison, if not further,) whereby 
the whole can be completed in a shorter period of time than can ‘be done 
by. the company if compelled te resort to foreign capitalists for that aid 
wie ee hoped may be granted by the state in the manner proposed. ©... 

A large part of this fund ‘will be derived from the sales of the 560;000 
es which’ was originally granted by congress for purposes: of internal - 
improvement, and diverted from that .purpose ‘and: incorporated iu the 
sehool fund, ‘at the request of ‘the state and the assent of Congress. | - 
>It would:seem to bean appropriate usé of this fund,:to an amoüntéqual 
to that: so derived, to invest it in such works of internal improvement for 
the: büne&t.of that: find; as.will be perfectly and absolatelysafh. Ii not 
probable that this road will require or that it will be absolutely necessary 
‘ite obinpletion to dbtain or seek for more than one halfa miHjon o8 dole 
from. this apitcé düfing the whole progressof the Work io ifs coniplation. 
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More tban this sum might undoubtedly be beneficially applied :to this 
work; but with even this amount applied in aid of-the means of the com:

It has been expected by the company from the hegiining, to sein. up 
on a credit, the. means necessary for the purchase of iron rails ‘and: loco- 
motives, with which to commence operations ; and if the necessary amount 
can, as we assume in all propriety it may, be furnished from.: the :séhool 
fund-of this state, it would afford a more ready and certain means of ob- 


„taining it, than by application to-capital abroad ;. ànd also securethe niore 


rapid advancement of the work in the early stages of -its progress; andit 
therefore bécomes a matter of interest'to the company to em it thére if 
practicable. : 

On the other hand, if loaned to the company in large sums; from time 
to time, as required for the advancement of the road, the seeurity will be 
made certain beyond a question, and the interest be promptly and’ regu- 
larly pàid at the treasury of the state, without expense to theschool-fund ; 
which will hardly be the case if loaned out in small sums to:numerous 
individuals, in-all the parts of the state. The interests of the state, -and 
of the school fund, is therefore equally to be consulted in this disposition 
of it, simply as an. investment ;:and still more; by contributing "at the 
same time, to foster a work of great interest to the whole.community.* ^:

No person who.has given ae attention to the subjeet, and kiwi any 
thing of the resources of this country, ean doubt but that it will produce 
& clear revenue of fourteen per cent., at least, from the time of the coms 
pletion of the first division. From the well known business charaeter 
and habits of a large proportion of the stock holders, it cannot be suppos» 
ed that they would engage in it, if they had not a reasonable assurance, 
that it would produce at least that amount of annual dividends on their 
investments. It is deemed perfectly safe to estimate the nett income ‘at 
fourteen per centum per annum, [and indeed we should feel sustained by 
ample data in placing it ata higher figure] ; and this sum, or fourteen per 
cent. on the whole cost of the road, is twenty-eight per cent. on half the 
eost; and as the loan would represent less than half the cost, this income 
would more than discharge the principal and interest of the debt in four 
years; without withdrawing a dollar from the eapital of ‘the company. 

. We therefore feel safe in assuming that if the revenues ‘alone were 
pledged, the security would be ample in amount. As the road is exten- 
ded its income will increase in a proportion greater than its additional 
eost and consequently the security will be in that greater proportion ens 

need in.value. * 

As to the certainty of the revenue being regularly paid, it admits of 
na doubt. It does not depend upon any credits, nor sums due, but upon 
the current and unavoidable business of the country, which cannot be 
postponed nor evaded ; but must go forward with the certainty of returne 
ing day ; and must pay its way as certainly as it goes forward. No busi- 
ness .is.ever presented to a rail road, but such as can, and will and must, 


_ pay as it goes, and as certain as light accompanies the. rising of the sun, 


so certain will the business of the country, in its ceaseless course, sustain 
this great work, and enable it to meet all its engagements. 
We therefore respectfully request your honorable body to-pass s awa 
thorizing a loan to he made from the school fund of one hundred thousand

- That they have taken the matter onder advisement, and have given 
it their careful consideration: ' l : 

Your committee cannot refrain to remark a fact, which experienee has 
fully dethonstrated to the members of this body, that the establishment 
and removal of county’ seats, in different counties of the state, furnishes 
the most vexatious inatter for legislation, which is or can be submitted to 
the consideration of this house, and all experience has shown that it is 
one too, on which the legislature i is least likely to act justly, and in accor- 
dance ne ae wishes and interests of those substantially and truly inter- 
ested. ` 

‘On i gübjeet, as well as on many others; legislative aid is invoked, 
to` promote individaal speculations and private interests, aiming at some 
temporary private advantage, regardless of the welfare of the masses per- 
manently to be affected thereby ; and ‘it too often happens, that under a 
false knowledge of facts, or without any knowledge at all, laws are pass- 
ed prejudicial: fo the interests of those désigned to be relieved. ved and bene- 
fited. 

Your committee are ‘clearly of. opinion that most of the difficulties 
which attend the removal of county seáts, would be obviated if legislative 
action were in all cases withheld, until the people interested should un- 
mistakably express their wishes in Tégard to a removal, and clearly fix 
upon and define the point to which the change should be made. 

In. regard to the case under ‘consideration, your committee submit the 
following faets : The coutity of Marquette embraces, at present, an extent

These conflicting representations render it impossible for your commit- 
tee to recommend any point for the removal of the seat of justice of this 
county, even if that were found advisable ; while at the.same time they 
furnish evidence that no considerable portion of the citizens are, in favor 
of any one locality. ; i 

One of the petitions before your committee asks that the village of 
Kingston be designated as the seat of justice. , To answer the prayer of 
this petition, would be to ren.ove the county.seat to the extreme -verge of 
ihe connty, within little more than three miles of the south line.of the 
same, leaving nearly forty miles of territory north of it ip said county, 
It is not reasonable to suppose that this locality would continue. long -to 
be satisfactory to the people, and so soon as the county should þe gener- 
ally settled, the inevitable result would follow, that a change from thence

The object. of the ereation of this company, appears by is act ‘of i in- 
corporation to be insurance—the right to receive money on deposit , ánd 
loan the sàme, (not to loan the evidence that the same has been déposited) 
—o use the capital of the company in the purchase of public or other 
stocks, or in any other monied transactions or aperations. for the sole bene- 
fit of the company, and in ‘general to transact all business usually. per- 
^ formed by insurance companies. "These are all the rights and immunities 
conferred upon and secured to this institution, , Whenevér this corpora- 
tion shall exercise any powers or privileges other than those above enu- 
merated, it forfeits its charter, and may be dissolved. But the fact 
whether jt has forfeited its charter or not, must be judicially ascertained 
and declared. Some of the powers conferred upon this company would 
seem to be incident to a banking institution, but they d do not go far enough 
to confer banking powers upon the company, even: if the proviso in the 
charter expressly prohibiting the company from exercisin g banking privi- 
leges were stricken ont. Hence, if said company issue bills, rotes, or 
other evidences of debt to circulate as money, it isa misapplication of the 
power entrusted to it—an abuse of its franchises, and may work a forfeit- 
ure of its charter, as for a condition broken, or a breach of trust, A full 
and perfect remedy is provided for abuses’ of this character by our revised 


statutes, in chapters 114 and 126. ` ' Therefore, no further: legislation is,

i Do 
E- return to you my warmest £hálliks for the complimentary 
terms in which you have been pleased to speak of the manner ‘in which 
l' have discharged the duties of this chair; but it would not be just to 
appropriate the compliment exclusively to myself. If the business of the 
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session has been brought to a speedy and satisfactory close, a large por- 
tion of the credit is.due ta yourselves, for the spirit of industry and devo- 
tion to the publie weal which has so.strongly characterized: the whole ses- 
sion. The legislature, at' the commencement of its session, anxioys to 
respond to the unmistakable expression of public sentiment in favor of a 
short session, resolved to adjourn in four weeks, and set themselves ear: 
nestly to work to give effect to their resolution, and but for the unexpeéted 
amount of local business, would have aceomplished their desire ; and they 
now have the satisfaction of knowing that an extension of only 6ne week 
has been necessary to act upon-every subject that has been presented for 
consideration. Three hundred and twenty-one bills and memorials have 
originated in the Assembly, and on& hundred and ninety in the Senate, 


all of^ which have been acted on, and three hundred and five of them. 


have passed both branches of the. legislature. «That some errors, either 
clerical or of one or both houses, will exhibit themselves in our legislation, 
is no doubt true. It has been the case with all.our predecessors, and 
will be with all our successsors, so long as man is fallible. But so 
far as the perfectness of our work, in its details, is concerned, I believe 
it may challenge a comparison with that of any previous legislature. 
We came together, to a great extent, strangers to each other, and many 
of us entire novices in the business of legislation, and we shall part wiser 
and better men.

A special act was passed at the last session of the legislature, providing 
for a sale of section sixteen, in the village of Racine, which, excepting a 
few small lots, was seld according to the- provisions of that act, by the 
board of commissioners for the sale of thosé lands. The aggregate amount 
of such sales was $74,474 72; of which the sum‘of $9,511 86 was paid i in 
cash, and'a credit-was given for $64,962 86, the residue of the purchase

The residue of this grant. will be located during the. -coming year; or 
às soon as surveys shall be completed, and lands of the first quality ean 
be obtained. 

The cases in which the executive pardon has been exercised, will be 
communicated to the legislature in the manner directed -by the constitu- 
tion, at a subsequent period of your session. 

In connection with the subject of the exercise of the pardoning power, 
I would direct the attention of the legislature to the manner in which state 
prison convicts are now punished in this state. 

The present system of confining conviets in county jails in demoralizing 
inactivity, and frequently in crowded prison rooms, is not only highly in- 
jurious and detrimental, both morally and physically, to the prisoner, but 
expensive to the state and derogatory to its character as an intelligent and 
humane people. My views on this subject were fully expressed in my 
two former messages, to the legislature, to which I beg leave to refer.and 
direct your attention. I earnestly. recommend and urge your favorable 
action. upon this subject, and that such initiatory- steps be taken at this 
session, as may. be necessary to ensure the construgtion of suitable prison 
buildings. Public economy, public justice, and’ fanity to the unfortu- 
nate criminal, imperiously demand this outlay from the state treasury. ,

_ the board unless the requisite means are placed at their disposal ; and as 

| . the university lands are undisposed of, nothing ean be realized at present 
from the income of this fund for this object, which leaves the board the 

only alternative of resorting to a loan to carry out this great public enter: 

‘prise. The, views of the board on this subject, as well a8 all otliet mat. : 

ters connected with the interests-of the institution, will be embodied in 

its annual report to the legislature. I am told that authority will be 

asked, of the legislature to enable thé board to make a loan to erect 

: the proper buildings, and to discharge the debts created for the pur. 
chase of the site, to be reimbursed from the sneome'of the university , fund. 

The salary of the officers of the university baving already commenced 

under the sanction of the legislature, sound economy as well as the ad- 
vancement of the ` interests of education dictates that this loan should 
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be authorised. This ‘course, under the present circumstances, receives 
n : my hearty approval. Should the | power to negotiate this Joan be given, I 
K then recommend that the loan be directed to- ‘be made from the school 
't . fand. This would be a safe investment, under the control of the legis- 


lature, and would not be liable to many of the objections to ‘the present 
law, regulating the investment of the school fund. 

I am also informed that the minimum price of the university lande, as as 
now fixed by law, is much below their real value, and should be raised, 
which is recommended for your favorable action. The important interests 
relying upon this fund for support, demand that every proper effort should 
be made to secure a liberal income. 

` The condition of the common heals and the system of publio in- 
B -struction in all their different branches or bearings, will be presented . to 
the legislature in the annual report of the state superintendent, which is 
commended to your careful consideration. ` The interest manifested by 
our people in the subject of education, is a guarantee that it is receiving 
that, energetic impulse that its true, interest and the liberties of the people 
should claim for so great and all “absorbing a measure of state polioy. 
For a more full expréssion of my views on this question, I would refer to 
my last annual message. 
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All the staté and other officers, are by law required to make their an- 
nual reports to the legislature, which deprives the executive of the oppor- 
tunity of officially communicating with the representatives of the people 
on the subject contained in they, and he is less able to understandingly 
sét forth the condition of the state. I submit the propriety of directing 
by law that the annual reports of all officers and boards required to be l 
made to the legislature, be submitted through the executive, with his ar: 
iual message. This will enable him to communicate correctly the condi- 
tion of tlie state; thé more réadily to discover evils and defects in existing 
laws, and recommend the remedies to be applied. 

The law providing for the purehase of stationery for the use of the state 
by contract to the lowest bidder. is repealed, and took effect on the first of 
the present month. Some legislation will be requisite to carry out the 
constitutiotial provision on this subject. The act providing for the public 
prititing wants to be amended by establishing a maximum price to be paid. 
This would prevent oppressive combinations, prejudicial to the interests 
of the state. 

The accounts of tlie five per cent. of the nett proceeds of the sales of 
the public larids, havé been stated for the year ending December 31st, 
1848, arid the amount fourid due the state is $10,518 29. This amount 
has not yét been forwarded by the treasury department of the general 
vovernmerit, but it is expected to be received daily. The accounts of this 
fund for the yéar 1849, will bé stated during the present fiscal quarter, 
and the athount due Will probably be equal to that of the yeat preceding. 

The statute laws of the state were revised and consolidated by the 
legislature at its last session, and took effect on the first of the present 
month. The necessity of much general legislation at this time vill be 
obviated, at least it would be highly impolitic, to make any very, great 
changes in the code, so soon after it has gone-into operation. That there 
may be defects is quite probable, but sufficient time has not elapsed to 
test their magnitude or importance. Serious evils have resulted in our 
legislation from the frequent alterations of the statute laws. Existing 
laws are not unfrequently changed and modified, in their whole context, 
even before they are published and distributed; the practical effect of 
which is to produce embarrassment in their administration, and to render 
uncertain and dubious individual rights which it is the main object of laws 
to protect. Permanent laws, well known, defined and certain, although 
defects may exist, are far preferable and more beneficial to the great body 
of the people, than those with more wholesome provisions, subjéct to con- 
stant changes to render them more perfect, the tendency of which is to 
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„distract the certainty of individual rights and to produce a feeling of un- 


certainty where a confidence in the permanent security of our rights should 
prevail. 

Our statute laws haying just been submitted to the ordeal ofa revision, 
T trust that but few alterations will be made in them at your present ses- 
sion, and that such as may be found necessary, will be confined to cases 
of the most urgent necessity. 

Only one or two subjects of general legislation, occurs to me to be of 
sufficient importance to the public weal, to direct your attention for the 
purpose of legislative action. l 

The present law, defining the property to be taxed, subjects credits or 
choses in action, to taxation. The evident object of the legislature, im 
taxing this kind of property, was to reach the money lender and specula- 
tor, with the view of compeling him to assist in supporting the govern- 
ment that gives him protection in pursuing his vocation. This certainly 
was à very laudable object, if the means adopted accomplish the end in- 
tended. 

In my opinion, the result is not secured ; but, on the contrary, an addi- 
tional burden, in most cases, is imposed upon the borrower and debtor, 


- and does not reach the creditor, though he may nominally pay it, still an 


incgeased charge or rate of interest will be exacted from the debtor. 


Again, the taxing of credits produces double taxation. For instance: if 


a farm is sold on reread the farm itself is taxed in the hands of the pur- 
chaser, and its price is taxed in the hands of the seller, which produces 
double taxation, although the amount of property is not inereased. The 
correct basis of taxation is property, which should be taxed whenever 
found, and not its representative. The tangible substanee, and not the 
phantom, should be the object from which revenue should be derived. I 
would therefore submit the propriety of modifying the existing laws to 
correspond with the views expressed. 

The subject of taxation „generally as it exists at present in this state, i is 
brought to your notice, and it is entitled to your careful examination, 
with “the view of ascertaining, if possible, the cause of the onerous {axes 
with which the people are this year burdened and jastly complain, and 
then to apply the remedy. 

AX rigid economy should pervade every braneh of publie expenditures, 
from the state government dowu through every municipal eorporation or 
governmental subdivision, that draws its revenue from the property of the 


country. 
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. An examination into the organization of the authorities that control the 
expenditures and financial affairs of counties and towns, is invited, and it 
is believed that a re-organization ean be effected, that will lessen their ex- 
penditures and.create gitater economy. ‘The power of these and all other 
subordinate authorities, to levy taxes, should be clearly defined. It is 
not strange that the people, actuated by an anxious desire to confine all 
expenditures within the most economical limits, should complain of oner- 
ous taxation. I trust, therefore, this subject will receive, at the hands 
of the representatives of the people, that consideration its importance 
requires. 
~ The act organizing county courts, requires modification to establish it 
on a correct basis, and to make it less” burdénsonit to the people. The 
The importance of this court to be invested with probate powers, was fully 
discussed in my last annual message, to which I would respectfully refer. 
The court exercising probate powers, should be one of more importanee 
than the court of probate heretofore organized by this state. It should 
be a court of record, with a clerk to record its.acts and doings, and hold 
its sessions at stated’ terms, not too frequently, at the place of holding the 
circuit court. This will give its proceedings greater publicity, and prevent 
the most important probate adjudications from being made in a corner. 
The amendments necessary to place this court upon a proper footing, ` in 
my opinion, are to reduge its common law terms, from- monthly to quarter 
yearly or semi-yearly terms, with power to hold terms once every other 
month, to adjudicate upon probate matters, if necessary. A second defect 
in the county and the old probate court, is the manner in which the compen- 
sation of the judge is paid. Instead of allowing him fees for stated ser- 
vices, he should receive an annual salar ry, to be paid out of the county 
treasury. To create a fund to pay this Salary, a docket fee should be 
laid on each suit brought in the court, and a tax of a given per cent. 
levied upon the appraised value of all estates settled through its agency, 
and paid into the county treasury, sufficient to meet the disbursements on 
its account. This system of compensation would be less corrupting, and 
really more economical to those who have probate business to be acted 
upon, than the present system of fees. No judicial officer of the import- 
ance of this or the probate court, should receive his compensation by way 
of fees from the hands of those whose business he is to decide and adju- 
dicate. These amendments, itis believed, will place this judicial tribunal 
upon a proper basis, and make it acceptable to the people. 

The act providing for the publication of the révised statutes, made it 
the duty of the executive, in the name of the state, to subscribe for and 
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take, when printed, bound and completed, as in that ach proyided, four 
thousand copics . of these statutes, for the use of the state, at a sum uot 
exceeding one dollar and seventy- -five cents per volume, &e. Entertain- 
ing the opinion that-it was by this act made/the duty « of the Governor to 
fix the subscription price per volume for the statutes, I did, on the first 
day of December last, in the name of the state of Mi isconsin, subseribe 
upon the executive records for the number of copies above referred to, 
and fixed the subscription price at one dollar per volume for the first 700 
pages, and twenty five cents additional per yolume for every hundred pa- 
ges of. excess over seven hundred pages, as by ihe aet provided. 

On the same day this number of copies of the revised statutes were 
delivered at the capitol, by C. Latham Sholes, the person who recejved 
the copy right from the commissioners to revise the laws, and were by me 
received and deposited in the state library, the work being executed, in 
my opinion, as directed by the aet alluded to. 

The important commercial interest of the state, will not fail to command 
your attention, in addressing congress in behalf of harbor improvements 
ab the several commercial points upon our lake shore. The views of the 
representatives of the people, expressed in a proper manner, supported 
by useful statistical information, will haye its due weight with the national 
legislature. The internal communication of the country, merits, no lesa 


_attention at your hands, in placing before congress the necessity, as a 


national work, of improving the navigable capacity of the Mississippi 
river. This js the great outlet of the interior of the Union, and every 
obstruction of this main artery, traversing its whole extent from north to 
south, becomes a national evil, and should be removed by the national arm. 
Such action, therefore, will receive your notice as its merits deserve. 

Such aid as can be constitutionally given to encourage internal im- 
provements by individual enterprise, I doubt not, will be rendered by 
you. Memorials to congress, asking grants of land for the most import- 
ant works of internal improvements, will deserve your consideration. 
The northern portion of the state being an entire wilderness, or nearly 80, 
such grants ean be asked with mueh force and . reason for opening some 
communication between the waters of lake Superior and St. Croix river. 
Your attention is directed to these subjects, that such action may be given 
to them as the great interest of the state has a right to claim. 

The existing law prohibiting the state treasurer from receiving auditors’ 
warrants in payment of the revenue of the state, in my opinion, should 
be repealed ; the exigency which occasioned its enactment not now exist- 
ing. The principle of not receiving state indebtedness, issued for its 
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ordinary and current expenses, in payment of its ordinary revenue levied 
to liquidate such expenses, is of doubtful expediency, and- as the necessity 
of this provision of law-is obviated, it should not be permitted to remain 
on our statute books: I therefore urge its repeal. 

The state library is of sufficient public interest to elicit your favorable 
notice. The present library was purchased in 1837, and has received no 
additions of material value since that time. The consequence is, that the 
law portion of it, which is of the greatest public value, is very materially 
lessened in its practical utility. An appropriation is therefore recom- 
mended to be made, adequate to supply the library with the new standard 
legal works, and to complete the law reports of other states now belonging 
to it. - 

The events of the-past year, connected with the business of banking, 
and the currency of this state, render it proper to call the attention of the 
representatives of the people to the important bearing these subjects are 
assuming towards its business relations and monetary affairs, to the effort 
that ì is being made to supply its circulating medium. with bankers’ notes, 
ceatificates of deposite or evidences of debt, as money, in violation of 
legal enactments and constitutional law, with the view to elicit from them 
such legislative interference as will guard he state from irresponsible pa- 
per issues, and vindicate the laws from open and flagrant violation. In- 
dividuals have, within the preceding year, issued a species of paper cur- 
rency, known as certificates of deposite, or evidences of debt, which cir- 
eulate as money, and have, upon the strength of these issues, it is said, 
embarked in the business. of banking in its various branches, which is 
clearly in violation of law, and not warranted by the constitution. It 
matters not what is the form and character of the paper issued, whether 
in the similitude of promissory or bank notes, drafts, certificates of depo- 
site or any other written negotiable acknowledgment for the payment of 
money, when issued to supply the place of and circulate as money; the 
issuing power, whether corporate or individual, becomes a bank of issue 
and circulation, and all the evil consequences resulting from an irrespon- 
sible paper'eireulation, based upon credit, intended to be avoided and 
prohibited by law, will be infleted upon and sustained by the country. 
The effort of individuals, to throw into circulation, as money, their evi- 
dences of debt, or certificates of deposite, ‘has been encouraged by the 
example set by those exercising the corporate powers granted -hy the act 
of the territorial legislature, passed 1839, incorporating the Wisconsin 
Marine and Fire Insurance Company, which issues certificates of deposite 
in the name of this company, -and gives them circulation as money, 
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thereby creating a bank of issue in violation of an aet of Congress pro- 
-hibiting territorial legislatures from granting banking powers. The aet 
of the legislature referred to, creating this company, was, in 1846, re- 
pealed ; the act never having received the approval of Congress. The 
act of pepeal did not have the effect to prevent the further operations of 
this company, under the pretended charter, but it continues to exercise 
full banking powers, in derogation of the act of Congress and the act of 
repeal referred to. This act, giving corporate privileges, either has a 
‘legal existence or it has not; and the powers exercised in the name of 
the company, are so exercised and used by those claiming to control them, 
without lawful authority, and in direct opposition to legal enactment. 


~ The operations of this company, whether legal or illegal, have assumed a 


wide and extended range, and by its issues of certificates of deposite to 
circulate as money, furnishes a large portion of the circulating medium 


~ “of some portions of this state, and also of adjoining states. The amount 


of its certificates of deposite now in circulation, is said to be large; and 
the only safeguard which the community have that these paper issues will 
be ultimately redeemed, is the honesty and integrity of those controlling 
its business affairs. The influence already exerted by those operating 
under the alleged corporate franchises, and as private bankers, upon the 
business and social relations of the state, where these paper issues circü- 
late, is very materially felt, and if permitted to continue ‘in the exercise 
of these, at least doubtful, and, in my opinion, illegal privileges, past ex- 
perience must teach every one, that this toleration may be fraught with 
the greatest danger to the interests and prosperity of the country. Banks 
of issue, as heretofore conducted, have brought discredit upon the state, 
and inflictedsupon the people serious and heavy losses. The necessity _ 
and economy of establishing or permitting banks of issue to furnish a cir- 
culating medium to supply the place of the precious metals, is highly 


- questionable, to say the least, and, in my opinion, should be studiously 


‘eschewed for all time to come. The necessity of establishing banking 
institutions, is frequently urged upon the ground that foreign bank paper 
will be used as a circulating medium, in violation of the prohibitions of 
law, the most stringent ; and that the profits resulting from this employ- 
ment of capital should be realized by our cititizens. Although the circu- 
lation of foreign bank paper may not be effectually prevented, it is not a 
well founded reason to establish this system, and flood the country with 
‘bank paper, or to prevent such a result in violation of law, either by in- 
dividuals or by pretended corporations, exercising corporate banking powers 
mot intended to be granted by the legislature: The argument that our 
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‘people should enjoy the benefits of. banking business, has but little force. 
The great body of the people are producers; their prosperity consists in 
honest industry, and they look to a different source than banks for their 
real wealth. The profits of the banking system are monopolized by: a 
few, who have no interest in common with the productive industry of the 
country, and are not unfrequently withdrawn to enrich the coffers of for- 
eign capitalists. : 

If bank paper is to constitute a portion of our currency, a limited 
quantity of foreign paper is less objectionable than an unlimited issue in 
our own state, that would drive the precious metals from circulation. In 
the event of a currency revulsion, much less injury would be inflicted 
upon the people, and the general business of the state, from the use of 
foreign than domestic paper. _ f 

Without going into a discussion of the merits or demerits of the system 
of banking, let it suffice for the purposes of this communication, to remark 
generally, that any effort to establish, by legal enactment, banks to.supply 
the cireulating medium, or any want of it, would be unwise, impolitie and 
unnecessary, and would be fraught, ¢f carried into effect, with the great- 
est danger to the permanent prosperity of the state. The system cannot 
be sustained upon principles of sound political economy. The influence 
of the panking system in practical operation, has been tested in this state 
to be of the most deleterious character upon the business relations of the 
community. Banking laws, whether of a general nature or creating spe- 
cial corporate bodies, cannot, like ordinary acts of legislation, be repealed 
at pleasure, without great inconvenience ; and the institutions organized 
under them, ramify every portion of the body politic with their influence, 
and soon obtain a controling power over almost every interest, and when 
this evil and dangerous power is felt, it requires no ordinary effort and 
resolution to annul their corporate franchises, or curtail the exercise of 
their powers. The strength of this influence is being verified in this 
state, by the exercise of such powers under doubtful corporate grants, by 
those claiming to be corporators, and by individuals, in the- face of. legal 
restrictions. By reason of. constitutional provisions, no law creating 
banking powers, can become effective without the sanction of the people, 
with whom it can be safely confided. Entertaining opinions. adverse to 
the whole system of banking as a means of furnishing a circulating. me: 
dium, no legislation is recommended on the subject, and I trust the matter 
will remain urfdisturbed where the constitution has placed it. 

The important relation which the Wisconsin Marine and Fire Insurance 
Company bears to the business affairs of a large portion of the community. 
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in furnishing, to a great extent, its circulation, increases the propriety of 
its receiving some attention at the hands of the legislature. 
The act creating this corporation, has been repealed, and the exercise 


‘of banking powers to-the extent used, is of doubtful authority, even if 


the corporation has a legal existence. In view of the magnitude of the 
interest affected, it is due to the state, and also to the corporators claiming 
its franchises, that it should be judicially ascertained, and: the fact deft 
nitely settled, whether the corporation has any legal existence ; and if so; 
the extent of its franchises and powers. If it has no legal existence, of 
has no right to exercise the powers of a bank, such steps should be taken! 
as will effectually prevent its evidences of debt from being thrown into 
circulation. I would therefore recommend that a law be passed directing 
proceedings to be instituted, to judicially determine whether the company 
has a valid corporate existence : and if so, that its powers be defined, and 


if not, that its further operations be suppressed. 


This recommendation is not made with the view of calling in question 


. the solvency of the institution, or the integrity of those conducting its 


affairs. It is believed that the individuals controling it in this state, pos- 
sess, in a high degree; the confidence of the community, both as to in: 


tegrity and financial capacity ; but these are no excuse for violation of law, 


and if this corporation has a legal existence, and the powers exercised arè 
granted by its charter, it is then the duty of the legislature to make such 
legislative provision within its power, as will tend to protect the people 
from any loss that may hereafter arise from its paper issues. 

I also recommend that direction be given by law, for the institution of 
proper proceedings against those persons violating the law against unau 
thorized banking. 

Your attention is directed to section 27, of article 4, of the éofistitution, 
which provides that “the legislature shall direct by law, in what manner 


_ and in what courts suits may be brought against the state," with the view 


of eliciting such legislation as sound policy dictates. 
e In framing such a law, great care should be observed in its details, to 


‘guard the state against frivolous and unimportant suits, and its provisions 


should be extended only to cases of the most urgent necessity, and where 
every other mode of redress against the state has failed. - The expediency 
of this constitutional provision may well be questioned, and, in my opin- 
ion, no cogent reason can be adduced for its existence. The principle of . 
a state permitting itself to be sued in its own courts, is a novel one, and 
a resort must be finally made to the legislature, to carry out the decrees 
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óbteined:agakist-it: (! The constitution; however; is iind and T trust 
you will give i$ due consideration. ii 05265 Cds atm 

The term of service of the judge of the fourth judicial circuit, expires 
with the close-of’the present year. Legislation will therefore be requisite 
to provide, at this session, for the election :of this officer. `- I would re- 
commend that a general law be passed, providing for the election of all 
the circuit judges, as their terms ef service expire; This will obviate 
annual legislation on this subject. d / 

In concluding this communication, it may not be out of plaee to draw 


your attention to the elevated position, both morally and politically, occu- l 


- pied by the Union of the American States among the family of nations, 
of which our state is an integral part. This position is the more gratify- 
ing as it is the result of a government emanating from the people, dissem- 
inating equal rights and imposing equal duties upon all: From this 
equality of rights and duties, the attachment of the people of this Union 
has strengthened with its strength, and its perpetvity, unimpaired in its 
` original purity, should claim the united effort of the whole people ; and 
the ties which bind these States, should be more strongly cemented to- 
gether. It being the duty of every citizen, and his right, to make known 
his views upon all questions affecting the public interesk it is to be expected 
that diversity of opinion will exist. That great and absorbing questions 
of domestic ‘policy do arise which assume a wide range of opinion, is true. 

When they do arise, they should be met in a spirit of compromise and 
mutual forbearance, with a confident reliance upon the patriotism of the 
people, and a full determination to abide the will of the majority consti: 
tutionally expressed. The extension of the,area of slavery has assumed; 

within the last two years, à prominent attitude as a national question. 

Views adverse to this extension have been fully expressed heretofore by 
the legislature and the executive, and it may not be inappropriate to the 
occasion to reiterate, at your present session, the views of the people on 
this question, and at the same time declare that ‘Wisconsin will abide by 
the compromises of the constitution. 

The duty imposed upon the executive, of communicating to you the 
condition of the state, and of recommending for your action such meas- 
ures.as he may deem expedient, is performed. 

The people expect a short session, and I trust that this expectation will 
be responded to by their representatives, and that your present session will 
be brought to as speedy a close as a proper performance of your official 
duties will warrant. | 
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In conclusion, permit me to assure you that I shall cordially unite with 
you to carry out any measures tending io further the interests of our 
. common constituents.

Hon. M. C. Darling, commissioned to obtain from the Treasury 
Department the amount due for bonds and scrip redeemed by the 
Territorial Treasurer and authorized by act of Congress of August, 1842, 
to be paid by the United States, has informed me that he has not yet 
been able to obtain a final adjustment with the Department. The 
probability is, that it will be paid during the next year, which will in- 


- .erease the total receipts to about $115,000. 


The statement of the expenses of the State for this year, and for which 
no permanent provision is made, and the estimate for next year, 
are probably understated. 

Although the law defining the duties of the es requires 


“him to make these statements and, estimates, there is no provision 


which brings the items of expenditure officially before him; he has to 


~ depend. wholy on data picked up where he suspects persons have claims 


against the State. In order to make these estimates a basis for levying a 
tax, a law should be passed requiring all persons having demands, to no- 
tify the Secretary on or before the 15th December in each year, of the 
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amount and nature of their claim. Until this is done, -each member of 
the Legislature can as well-as the Secretary make a ‘‘ favorable allusion 
to the probability’? of the. amount of E and arrive at. as cor- 
rect a conclusion. — 

In my last annual report I don the fact, that be the year 1848, 
the counties of Washington, Portage, Rock, Calumet, and Dodge, levied 
a State tax on real estate’alone, while the others paid upon real estate, 
merchandise, and stock. This deficit was estimated at $2000. No ac- 
tion was however taken to compel these counties to make up the deficien- 
cy—working an injustice to the counties which levied the tax on the va- 
rious kinds of property required by law. 

The appraisal of the school, university, and unsold canal lands, is now 
completed, as appears by the reports of the appraisers ; except in those 
counties or parts of counties lying north of the Fox and Wisconsin rivers. 

The number of university sections appraised, is 63 11-16. Appraised 
value of the same, exclusive of the expense of appraising, $117,691 46.

ANNUAL REPORT: E 


After our report of last winter, we ordered specification to be prepared, 
and advertisements issued for receiving proposals for the construction of 
a Steam Dredge, and on the 5th of March, entered into contract, with 
Abel Hawley- for- the construction of such a machine as seemed to us 
most. suitable for the improvement, for the sum of Twelve Thousand 
Dollars, , 

The Steam Dredge was: completed and accepted on the 3d du 
October, and immediately placed under the charge of Mr. Story, Acting 
Commissioner, who was instructed to proceed with it up Fox River, for 
the purpose. of effecting the y Improvements for which it was designed. 

. Owing to the.unusual low. Stage of water during the past fall, howev- 
er, there, was much more.dredging to be done than was anticipated ; and. 
the most strenuous efforts were unable to take it farther tham into Lake 
Puckaway, where. it was left in- winter quarters, on the Sth day of, 
December. 

A very large amount of. work has been done with this machine in the 

way- of. removing bars, deepening and. straightening the stream ; and it 
has-been found fully to answer all the purposes for which it was designed. 
A full and detailed statement of its operations will appear in the ix 
of Mr. Srogy, hereunto annexed, and marked. ** A.”

During the month of may, three selections of lands of sixteén: thou- 
- sand.aeres each, were advertised for sale ; the dates of the sale were fixed 
for.the 7th and 21st of August, and 3d of September. 

On the 6th of March an advertisement was prepared for publication, 
giving notice that, proposals would be received at Fort Winnebago until 
the first day of may, for the Construction of the Canal, Guard’ and Lift 
Lock on the Winnebago Portage ; and at Green Bay, until the 10th of 
May, for the Construction of the improvement at. Rapide Croche, and 
Des Peres. 

The contracts ‘at these points were allotted’ to the lowest bidders, at t the 
time advertised, as, follows: the Guard and Lift locks at Winnebago 
Portage, tó Nelson McNeal, for the sum of $15,644 84: The two 
sections of Canal at the same point, to Thomas Reynolds, for the sim of 
$21,479 34. The improvement of the east side of the river at Rapide 
Croche, to Joseph’ W. Maynard, at $11,181 087 — ' 

The improvement on’ the west side of the river at Des Peres, was 
allotted to Mr. Maynard, for the sum'of $10,747* but subsequently, Mr. 
Joshua F. Cox entered into contract with the Board, for the construction 
of: the Lock and section of Canal, and raising; exteriding and completing 
the dam at Des Peres, for the sum of one Dollar, in cori&ideration of the 
location of the improvement on the east side of the river; Mr. Maynard 
releasing the State from all claim’ for damages on account of the transfer 
of contracts. 

* On the 6th of September, advertisements weré issued for' proposals to 
ba received at Oshkosh until the 22d of October, for the improvement of 
. both channels at Winnebago Rapids, and for the improvement of both 
sides of the river at Grande Chute. 

. At the time appointed, propositions were received for the-improvement 
at these points. The proposals of Curtis Reed fap the construction on 
the northern channel-at Winnebago Rapids being the most favorable for 
_the interests of the State, namely, to do the work free ‘of charge and 
make a donation to the State of five thousand dollars, was accepted. 
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Mr. Reed entered into contract and gave the required bond and sureties, 
which were accepted by the Board. 

The work at the Grand Chute was not put under contract—tha amount 
proposed for it exceeding (together with the work already under contract) 
the amount which by law the commissioners are authorized to expend, or 
assuine ‘liabilities for, during the year 1849. 

The time fixed by the contracts for completion of the works at the 
different points is as follows, namely—the Portage canal and locks, the 
improvement at Rapide Croche and at Des Peres, on the Ist of June, 
1850 ; the improvement at Winnebago Rapids on the lat of October, 
1850. À 

A. copy of each contract entered into by the Board, with bonds attached, 
is on file in the office of the Secretary of State, at Madison, in conformity 
with. the requirements of law. 

Mr. Story, one of the commissioners, was authorized, whenever’ he 
should deem it necassary, to visit the works at the Portage, and at the 
several points on Fox river, in order to examine the progress of the dif. 
ferent contracts. 


The Chief Engineer was nia to make an examination and survey 


to determine the practicability of constructing a canal from lake Winne- 
bago to Fox River, below the Grande Kaw-kaw-na, and also a re-survey 
of the several rapids of Eox river, including both channels at the outlet 
of lake Winnebago, and report the results as soon as practicable. 

He was also directed, as soon as his other duties would’ permit, to 
make an examination of the Wisconsin,’ and an estimate for its improve- 
ment. ü 

The results of the survey from lake Winnebago to the foot of the 
Grande Kaw-kaw-na, are embraced in his report hereunto annexed, 
marked C. 

The report and estimate for the improvement of the Wisconsin are an- 
nexed, marked D. ue 

In accordance with the recommendations of his report, the Engineer 
was directed to employ a foreman and a sufficient force of men, and pro- 
ceed (as soon as the weather would permit) in the improvement of the 


Wisconsin river, by cutting down and removing the oerang trees on' 


the steamboat channel. 

Fair progress hag been made with the contracts at the different points 
on the improvement during the past season, ahd every effort will be made 
to ensure their completion by the time fixed upon ; which will farnish an 


: uninterrupted steamboat navigation from the Mississippi to Green Bay,

- The expenses attendant upon the superintendence of the works under 
contract have necessarily been large, as compared: with their probable 
cost. 
The points of improvement are so far distant from each other, that ‘ 
more assistance has been necessary in the engineer corps, than would 
have been the case had the contracts been adjoining or contiguous to 
each other. This stage of things will cease in a measure to exist, when 
the Portage canal and locks shall have been completed, and the expenses 
of that corps will then be reduced.

already saved in the work put under contract, over and above estimated 


prices ; and leaving the work at the Grand Chute, Little Chute, Cedars 
and Grande Kaw-kaw-na, to be let hereafter. "These last improvements, 
and the cutting down and clearing the-overhanging timber on the Wiscon- 
sin, were estimated at $261,262 80; to this add the amount for which 
the work already under contract-has been let, adding $4000 for working 
the dredge boat, and we have an aggregate sum of $327,469 06—which 
would be the probable cost of the entire improvement, provided the 
works before alluded to should not be let for an amount less than the 
estimate. 

Judging from the results of former lettings, and the proposals for the 
work at the Grande Chute, which were for a sum $24,000 less than the 
estimate ; there is a reasonable prospect, however, that the same or similar 
circumstances may be brought to bear to diminish their cost. 

The estimated quantity of land belonging to the improvement of the 
Fox and ‘Wisconsin rivers, is about 300,000 acres. 

The quantity of land, the location and selection of which had yes 
confirmed, and the proceeds of which could be used for this improvement, 


was, on the opening of the land office, : 123,988 98-100 acres. 
Amount sold, | 45,891 14-100 “ 
Leaving unsold, 88,097 84-100 acres. 


` There was reserved and disposed of by the United States, within the 
limits of the surveyed portion of the grant previous to the donation to 
the State, 98,870 acres; and there is probably within the recent Meno. 
minee Purchase, to which the State would unquestionaly be entitled to 
. make up the amount of the grant, about 80,000 acres. 

Until some action can be had by the proper departments, none of these 
last mentioned lands can be considered available. Relying: only upon 
the first amount, it would be deemed inexpedient by the Board to embar- 
rass the fund by putting under contract at once, the whole of the remain- 
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ing portion of the improvement, as there would be great danger that the , 
Board could not meet its engagements with contractors. But they would 
recommend that the work at the Grande Chute be put under contract as; 
Soon as practicable in the spring, giving a reasonable time for its comple- 
tion ; and that whenever additional lands shall have been selected, and 
their selection eonfirmed, that the work at Cedar Rapids and the Little 
Chute be commenced. And that the improvement at the Grande Kaw- 
kaw-na, being the most difficult and expensive work, be left until there is 
absolute certainty of funds being at command for its completion. * ` 

It is believed that by pursuing this course, the fund can be kept in a 
perfectly unembarrassed condition, and that the entire improvement can” 
be-completed within three years; gradually diminishing from year to year 
the length of the land carriage, and increasing the facilities for business, 
as the wants of the country, and the amount of transportation shall in- 
crease. 

It is important that spme provision be made by the Legislature, at its 
present session, for the use and disposition of the water powera that shall 
have been created by the improvements now in progress, and those that 
may hereafter be created on the line of the Fox river. The Board have 
refrained from making any arrangement dependent upon them, as the 
Legislature expressly reserved to themselves all control over them. Had 
the control and disposition of these water powers been placed in the hands 
of the Board, some advantage would have accrued to the State, in the 
way of obtaining more favorable propositions for the improvement. 

.We have examined the accounts and transactions of the’ Register and 
Treasurer, and find everything in their respective departments perfeetly 
correct and satisfactory. We have settled. with both of these offieers, and 
find the balance in the hands of the Treasurer to correspond with the 
Statement in his account current, marked ‘‘ H.” 

In conclusion, the Board take pleasure in bearing testimony to the zeal. 
and energy with which the Chief Engineer bas prosecuted his duties ; and 
to the valuable aid rendered by him, as well as by the Register and Tyna- 
surer of the State Land a and the other aes employed i on, the 
improvemenh ——

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To the Commissioners of the Board of Public Works, for the Improve- 
ment of the Fox and Wisconsin Rivers: —— 
GENTLEMEN— ZEE 
The Steam Dredge was completed on the third of Oetober last, and, 
agreeably to your instructions, I took charge of the machine, employed 
the necessary number of men, and proceeded with it up Fox River, 
for the purpose of effecting the improvements for which it was designed. 

Owing to the unusual stage of water in the stream, there was much 
more dredging to be done than was IDA and the propress of the 
machine was necessarily slow. . 

The first obstractions that were met with, were between the outlet of 
Rush Lake and Delhi, where the removal of the bars occupied three 
days. 

"Three slight bars were found between Delhi and Strong’s Landing, 
which latter point was reached on the eighth of October. 

Between Strong’s Landing and Hamilton, (or Shaw’s Landing,) five 
bars were found which required more or less dredging; two in particular, 
required about three days each. Hamilton was reached on the 20th of 
October, where a delay of four or five days occurred, for the: purpose of 
putting all the machinery in order. 

Three days were occupied in removing the bars between Hamilton and 
Princeton. After working up the river three miles above Princeton, 
(near Belden's,) unfortunately the main driving. wheel, pinion, and both 
lugs on the main shaft to the-dredging machinery, were broken. After 
_ directing the Engineer and Blacksmith to commence immediately to repair 
damages in the best possible manner, by strapping and riveting the bro . 
ken fragments together, I started for Milwaukee for the purpose of obtain- 
ing a new set of castings. . 
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-T fouiid it necessary:to. telegraph to. Buffalo, in ordét to have them 
delivered at Milwaukee before the close of navigation; so that they: cbuld 
‘bevitt readiness tò put. into the machine early next Spring. 

The castings were. received, and aré now.in Milwaukee. They cost, 
including transportétion, the sum of $88.10; something additional will 
have'to:be paid for boring and fittibg, and transportation to the dredge-— 
probably about forty dollars. When I returned to: the dredge, Wi found 
it in operation; the men having succedded in repairing the broken cast- 
ings iff X substaitial anamnér, The oo ued by the accident, was 
eight days: ^^ ^ : 

From the 5th to the 15th of Noran -Was camada removing the 
bars around the Big Bend, at, and below the Macon Creek, and in reach- 
ing the foot of Lake Puckaway. 

At the lower end of the Lake, owing to the iine low stage of

water, a large amount of dredging was required, and it was found upon | 


examination, that distance and labor both could be saved by cutting 
. through a point of the marsh, instead of following around by the ordinary 
cliannel. 

The work was accordingly commenced. with this view, and completed 
within about 600 feet of a proper depth of water in tho-lake, when the 
ice formed so rapidly as to prevent any further operations, ` 

The dredge was accordingly laid up im winter quarters, at this point, 
on the 5th of December, and a careful man employed to” take charge of 
the machine and property. . 

It is very difficult to calculate the precise amount of labor that has 
been done thus far in the improvement of the stream; but there will be 
no difficulty in steam boats navigating the river between Lake Winnebago, 
and the foot of Lake Puckaway, through the channels made during the 
fall. 

The machine was very thoroughly tested in the excavation that occur- 
. red at different points, and was found to more than equal the capacity 
guaranteed by the contractor for its construction, viz: 800 cubic yards in 
twelve hours; and it is my opinion that.in ordinary, fair excavation, it 
will average 1000 cubic yards pe day—at an expense for working, of 
about fifteen dollars._ 

I would recommend that the necessary men be employed for the ma- 
chine, during the month of March, in order to put ‘it in perfect order and 
that operations be commenced by removing the ige; dredging through 
the rice, to a connection with the Lake; and that then the channel through

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the marsh be dredged to douhle.its present width. 'Fhħis would ehsute- 

its being kept constantly open. ' 
' From this point, the Dredge should proceed up Fox River, in ido 
make the proper connection with the Portage Canal. "Phe necessary-sup- 
` plies of wood should be obtained and placed upon the banks at proper 

points during the present winter, in oyder that no icd may occur in-the 
operations of next season.

Neal, for an aggregate of about $37,200- The excavation of the canal 
was commenced early in the month of June, and has been prosecuted 
with a reasonable degree of energy since that time, by ditching and re- 
moving the muck and surface soil, as a general preparation for the opera- 
tion of the Steam Dredge. 
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The contractor for the construction of the locks, has commenced the 
exeavation of his pits; has already received a portion of his timber, and 
has the remainder in raft, in the Wisconsin, ready to be efloated when the 
stage of the water will permit. 

Third: The improvement at Rapide Croche, was let on the 19th of 
May, to Joseph W. Maynard for about $11,200. He has made fair pro- 
gress with the prosecution of his work ; lias completed his coffer'dam and 
bailing wheel ; has done a considerable portion of his-excavation, and has 
commenced the construction of the brush and gravel dam. 

Fourth : The improvement at Des Peres, let on the 12th of May, was 
contracted to be completed by Joshua F. Cox, for the nominal sum ‘of 
one dollar.

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If such a person were employed, he should be furnished with  suff- 
cient number of men to accomplish the work between the closing up of the 
river in the fall; and the opening in the spring. 

`I suppose that not more than three months, or from the 1st December 
to the 1st March, could be relied upon for the purpose, and it would re- 
quire a force of at least 20 or 30 men to accomplish the desired objects 
within that time. 

After the work above alluded to shall have been completed, it may be 
found necessary, in order still more to- perfect the navigation of the-stream, 
to block up some of the passages around islands in order to confine the 
river to one channel, and by this means inerease its average depth.

which they reported tó the Board: at the: January meeting; namely oa 

1. A main edifice, fronting towards the capitol, three stories high, 
sarmounted by an observatory for astronomical:.cbservations; said: bwild- 

" ing to be.one hundred and- forty feet in length, - with an: extreme depth: of 
sixty feet, containing thirteen publie rooms for recitation; lecture ; library, 
cabinet; Se., and: also two dwelling ‘houses ‘for òffeorg cof 4 ruri 
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2. An avenue, two hundred and forty feet wide, extending from the 


` main edifice to the east line of the grounds and bordered by double rows 


of trees. 

3. Four dormitory buildings, two on each side of the above mentioned 
ayenue, lower, down the-hill, on a line fronting towards the town, egeh 
building to be four stories high, 110 feet in length and forty feet in 
breadth, containing thirty-two studies for the use of students, each study 
having two bed-rooms and a wood room attached. Assigning two students 
to each room or study, the plan when completed will accommodate two 
hundred and fifty-six. 

4. Two carriage ways, fifty feet wide, bordered with trees—one flank- 
ing each of the extreme dormitory buildings, and both parallel o the 
wide avenue.. 

5. The spaces between the north carriage way and the Lake, " the 
south carriage way and Mineral Point road, to be divided into Professors’ 
lots, and to be improved as the Board may hereafter direct. 

In providing the necessary drawings, estimates and specifications for the 
use of the Board, the conimittee-were so fortunate as to be able to avail 
themselves of the services of J. F. Racun, Esq., an VEDI Archi- 
tect in the City of Milwaukee. 

The whole plan, as deseribed above, and as —— by the draw- 
ing of Mr. Rague, according to the estimates of the architect, will cost 
$70,000, nearly. —~ 
^ The plan as reported was unanimously adopted by the Board of 
Regents, subject to the approval of the Legislature, according to the pro- 
viso in the 12th section of the Charter of the University. In order to a 
more perfect understanding of the plan, the drawings of the architect are 
herewith transmitted’ for the inspection of the Legislature. 


III TIME OF ERECTION OF EDIFICES. 
At will be observed that the plan admits of progressive execution.— 


The edifices first called for, and indeed indispensable to a successful open- - 


ing of the Collegiate and Normal Departments, are the two inermost 
dormitory buildings. The Board regard it as highly important that pro- 
vision be made for the construction of both—certainly of one—during the 
coming summer. The erection of the main edifice may be deferred for a 
year or two ; and the residue for several years, or until they can be built 
out of the surplus income of the Institution, after providing for the current 
expenditures. 
76 
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In order to provide for the wants of the collegiate students as well as . 
for the teachers’ classes, it is deemed important to proceed thus early to 
the erection of the two dormitory buildings. To enable the Board: to 
accomplish this very desirable object, it will be necessary to anticipate the 
income to be derived from the sales of the. University lands, to a limited 
extent. 

. Although a portion of these lands will come into market this year, and 
the interest is to be paid in advance, it is not to be presumed that suffi- 
cient incomé will be realized to enable the Board to proceed to the-erec- - 
tion of these needful structures without the aid of a loan. 

In accordance with the view of the subjett here presented, the Board 
would respectfully ask the Legislature to empower them to borrow $25,- 


. 000 of the principal of the school fund—the interest to be paid punctu- 


ally out of the income of the University fund, and the principal within a 
specified term of years, 

So far as the school fund is concerned, this 1a will be an investment 
Xf the most unexceptionable character. It is entirely safe ; and as the in- 
some of the University fund is paid into the Sfate Treasury, the payment 
yf the interest on the investment is simply a transfer by the treasurer, of 
money already in possession, from one fund to the other. Athe same 
time, by this investment, the University will be enabled at an.earlier day 
to begin to discharge its proper functions in aid of the.publie schools of 
the State. - As the policy of the proposed loan was placed. in. a strong 
light in the-annual message of the Governor, the Board make the appli, 
cation with great confidence that it will-meet. with the favor of: the Legis. 


lature.

IV. ORGANIZATION OF THE COLLEGIATE AND NORMAL 
DEPARTMENTS. 


The ninth section of the Charter provides that the a a shall 
consist of four Departments, as follows: 

1. "The Department of Science, Literature.and. Arts. 

2. The Denartment.of Law. x 

3. The Department of Medicine. l 

4. The Department of the Theory and Practice of Elementary 
Instruction. l 

The Board deem it their manifest duty to. provide for the opening of 
the first and fourth of the above Departments atas early.& day as the 
finances of the institution will permit. The educational wants-of Wiscon- 
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sin demand it, and with the appropriate legislative action, these wants 
may be promptly met and adequately provided for. 

At their special meeting in November, the Board took the first step to- 
wards the opening of these Departments, by the passage of an ordinance 
setting forth the plan of organization of the Faculties of Science, Litera- 
ture and Arts, and of the Theory and practice of Elementary Instructiéa, 
of which the subjoined extract from the record is a true copy : 

AN ORDINANCE providing for the organization of the Departments 
of “ Science, Literature and Arts," and of the ** Theory and Practice 
of Elementary Instruction." 


The Regents of the University of Wisconsin do ordain as follows: 

1. That there be hereby constituted, in said University, a Professor- 
ship of ‘‘ Ethics, Civil Polity, and Political Economy ;" and that it be 
the duty of the chair to render instruction in Theoretic and Practical 
Morality, in the Science of Government, in International and Constitu- 
tional Law, and in the laws regulating the Production, Distribution, Ex- 
change, and Consumption of material Wealth, and to inculcate such 
knowledge and discipline as may be calculated to prepare liberally educa- 
ted young men to become good and useful citizens of the republic. The 
duties of this chair will be discharged by the Chancellor of the Univer- 
sity. 

2. That there be hereby constituted a professorship of Mental Philos. 
ophy, Logic, Rhetoric, and English Literature ; and that it be the duty 
of the chair, in its instructions, to treat of the powers and capabilities of 
the human mind, the modes in which knowledge is acquired and commu- 
nicated, the use of language in convincing and persuading men, With a 
special adaptation of the whole to the structure and capabilities of the 
English language. -The duties of this chair will be discharged by the 
Normal Professor. 

3. That there be hereby constituted a Professorship of Ancient Lan- 
guages and Literature ; and that it be the duty of the chair to render 
thorough and critica] instruction in the Classical and Oriental Languagés 
—Ahose ancient forms of human intercourse which have bequeathed to us 
- the elements of our native tongue—to develope the philosophy of lan- 
guage, and to unfold the history and the theory of a civilization which has 
passed away, but has left an abiding impression on human society. 

4. That there be hereby constituted, a Professorship of Modern Lan. 
guages and Literature ; and that it be the duty of the chair to render 
stated instruction in Goran and French, to thé@regular classes, and ozca- 
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sional instruction in other modern languages, as classes may be formed ; 


` to make the acquisition of German and French tributary to the better 


understanding of the elements of the English tongue; and to render 
such assistance in the Department of Ancient Languages, as the Chancel- 
lor may deem expedient. 

5. That there be hereby constituted, a Professorship of Mathemat- 
ics, Natural Philosophy, and Astronomy ; and that it be the duty of the 
chair to render instruction in the pure and mixed Mathematics, in Civil 
Engineering, Practical surveying, and other field operations, in experi- 
mental Philosophy, and the use of apparatus, and in Theoretic and Prac- 
tical Astrenomy. 

6. That there be hereby constituted, a Professorship of Chemistry 
and Natutal History ; and that it be the duty of the chair to render cour- 
ses of instructionin Chemistry and its applications, in Mineralogy, Geol- 
ogy, the Natural History of plants and animals, and human Physiology. 
It shall be the further duty of the Professor to superintend the collections, 
in the various branches of physical science, and to make and publish 
meteorological observations. 

7. . That the Chancellor, and Professors of the foregoing branches of 
instruction, together with the Tutor, of the Preparatory * School, and 
other Tutors, if more be requisite, constitute the Faculty of *' Science, 
Literature and Arts;” and that it be the duty of the Chancellor to 
equalize the burthen of instruction, and to adjust the claims of the sev- 
eral Departments. 

The Regents of the Universtiy do further ordain: 

1. That there be hereby established a Normal Professorship ; ; and that 
it be the duty of the chair to render instruction in-the art of teaching, 
comprising the most approved modes of ineuleating knowledge and 
administering the discipline of the common school ; and in such branches 
of study as may best prepare the pupils in this Dopestuient for their hon- 
orable and useful vocation as educators of the popular mind. 

2. That the Chancellor and the Normal Professor constitute. the Fac- 
ulty of the “Theory and Praetice of Elementary Instruction," whose 
duty it shall be to hold annual sessions of at least five months, for the in- i 
struction of the Teachers’ Class, composed of such young men as: may 
avail themselves of the advantages of this Department, with a view to the 
business of instruction in the academy or the common school, within the 
limits of the State. 

8. That the members of the- Teachers’ Class be members of the 
University, entitled to its privileges and amenable to its discipline ; that 
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in addition to the instructions of the Normal Department, they have free 
access, in connection with the regular elasses, to the lectures of the other 
Professors, and have the use of the library and apparatus on the same 
terms and conditions with the members of the regular classes. 

4. "That the pupils of the Normal Department be entitled to the i in- 
structions of the University without charge; and to this end it shall be 
the duty of the Chancellor to admit to the Teachers' Class, any young 
man of suitable age and unexceptionable character, who shall present the 
certificate of the treasurer that he has executed his written obligation, to 
pay the usual fees of tuition, conditioned to be void, in case he shall have 
been engaged i in instruction two years within the four next succeeding the 
. period of his connection with the University. i 

5.. That at the close of the course, the members of the Teachers’ 
Class shall, if approved on examination, have a part in the exercises of the 
Commencement, shall be admitted to the appropriate Degree in the art of 
Teaching, and receive in testimony threof, a pone from the hands of 
the Chancellor. 

6. "That it is the fixed intention of the Regents thus to make the 
University of Wisconsin subsidiary to the great cause of popular edueation, 
by making it, through its Normal Department, the nursery of the educa- 
tors of the popular mind, and the central point of union and harmony to, 
the educational interests of the Commonwealth. 

It was subsequently ordered by the Board, that the maximum of the 
salary of the Professors, payable out of the income of.the Vues 
Fund, be fixed at $1,000 per annum. 

It will be seen that the first portion of the Ordinance proposes such “an 
organization of the Collegiate Department, as will place it in a respectable 
position among the literary Institutions of our land. 

The second part of the Ordinance unfolds the views of the Board rela- 
tive to the great question of the proper relation to be constituted and 
maintained between the University and the other educational agencies of 
the State. As the question is now assuming a practical bearing and a 
degree of interest in our State hitherto unfelt, the Board deem it not.in- 
expedient to subjoin the following remarks : 

The relations which our State University ought to bear to the other ed- 
ucational agencies of the State, is conceded to. be a question of great'im- 
port to the future destinies of Wisconsin: and one which should be sete 
tled on principles which look. to the greatest = for the an 
number. 
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In every Commonwealth, the preparition of the young mind of the 


community for the successful working of free institutions, and for a full^ 


appreciation of their importance in securing to the citizen whatever is of 
value in human society, constitutes the most solemn duty and the most 
interesting trust confided to each suecessive generation. This preparation 
is wholly educational. It is the culture of the child into the enlightened 
and virtuous mad. It is providing for, and realizing the condition of 
general intelligence and integrity. 

In this general culture, inasmuch as the University is not immediately 
accesible to the entire young mind of our State, it should invite, without 
fee or reward, to its halls of instruction, to the acquisition of the intellec- 
tual treasures there accumulated and dispensed, to the full enjoyment of 
the benefit of the educational appointments with which the professor is 
surrounded, EVERY YOUNG MAN who has resolved to become either an in. 
telleetual or a moral instruetor of the popular mind, and who will engage 
for a specified time, to discharge the duties of his high and responsible 
calling, within the limits of Wisconsin. 

Tt is through a well digested system of popular education, which shall 
distinctly recognize and avail itself of this important office of the Univer- 
sity, the gratuitous instruction, namely, of the educators of the people, 
that the State of Wisconsin will, in the judgement of the Board, be able 
most directly, certainly, and efficiently, to meet and provide for the intel- 
tectual wants of her whole population. It is by making our University 
the school of the schoolmaster, that a corps of competent instructors is to 
be best provided, and that all the educational agencies of the State, from 
the highest to the lowest, may be made tributary to the great end of train- 
ing up the young mind of Wisconsin to intelligence and virtue. 

The teacher who shall avail himself of the advantages of the plan set 
forth in the Ordinance, will not only enjoy the professional instructions 
of the Normal Department, but will be able in connection with one ot 
more of the regular classes, to devote all the time not thus employed, to 
the acquisition of the useful and liberal branches of knowledge, taught in 
the other Departments of the University ; and thus may go out to the 
_great work of informing the popular mind, instructed not merely iu the 
firat rudiments, but with a mind enlarged by a liberal course of study. - 

Under the operation of such a system, sustained by a suitable provis- 
ion for the support of men thus qualified, we may confidently look for- 
ward to the day, when in every township in the State, may be found at 
least one school, in which instruction may be rendered in Algebra, in 
Geometry, in Surveying and Leveling, in the practical applications of 
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Chemical and Mechaniel Scio, in Elocution, in Mental, Moral. and 
Political Philosophy ; when the fneans of general culture in all that con-' 
stitutes a people wise, virtuous, great and happy, may be brought within 
the reach of every child of the Republic. 

It is well known that so far as the professional instructors of common: 
schools have hitherto formed a separate and distinct class; they have; in 
the popular sentiment, been liable to the reproach, whether justly or un- 


justly, of narrow and impracticable views, of an offensive pedantry, of that 


ostentation of ** a little learning," which has been drunk in from shallow: 
and unfrequented fountains. ‘The Normal School system of the Eastern 
States, by withdrawing the teacher, during his period of culture. from the 
action of the common mind, and by isolating hini from the influence. the: 
sympathy, and the generous emulation of the residue of the young intel- 
lect of the country, is, in some sense, open to the objection of fostering 
and perpetuating those distinctive characteristics: of the teacher, which 
have hitherto impaired his influence; and, unfortunately for the publie, 
have let down his position in the social economy. 

By introducing the teacher, during the period of his professional cul- 
ture, to the more liberal instructions of the University, and to the more 
varied action of mind on mind, the Board hazard little in the predietion, 
that as he goes out to his work with juster views of the relations of the: 
sciences to each other and to the arts, with a mind. better balanced and: 
better disciplined, and with a conseious ability and disposition to make his: 
- instructions useful to the popular mind, he will find his reproaeh taken. 
away, the utility of his mission better appreciated and more cordially ac- 
knowledged, his soeial position more fairly adjusted, and mg intellectual - 
agency more cheerfully and amply rewarded: 

Under the conditions here presented, all the educational ageneiesiof the- 
state act in harmony, and conspire to the production of one common result. 
Tho University-no longer hoards its intellectual treasurés; but makes ther 
teacher of the district school the dispenser. of its bounty ; no longer stand- 
ing aloof from contact with the common mind, as the centre and heart of 
the-whole system, its pulsations send the tide of intellectual life to the re- 
motest- extremities of the social- body. 


The Board entertain tlie- firm belief‘that- the progress of'the'mind' of — 
Wisconsin in intelligence and virtue, will be greatly subserved by the re--. 


lations thus. established between: the University and the other educational” 
agencies-of: the State ; and that the University itself will:be the gaitrer; 
by its beneficent action on the. popular mind. i 
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With these remarks, the Board takpe ofghis branch of the sub- 
ject, and respectfully commend the whóle:im&tter to the candid consideră- 
tion of the Legislature. ' 

It is proper, however, to subjoin in this connection,- that the Normal 
Department of the Universit wil be made to embrace suitable provisions 
for the professional instruction of Female Teachers; and also for a Model 


 ~School at Madison. The plan is already Hide consideration, and will 


bo matured at an early day. 
V. OF.THE DEPARTMENTS OF LAW AND MEDICINE. 


Under advice of members of the Board, the Chancellor has addressed 
communications severally to the Medical Society of the State, and to the 
Court and Bar, inviting suggestions from them, relative to the most suita- — , 

ble plan of organization of each of the Faculties of Law and Medi- 
cine. - i 

„Iin TER with the obvious intention of the charter, such Depart- 

ments. will, in due time, be opened. But whether their connection with 


* the University shall be more than nominal, will depend on the degree of 


fidelity and success with which the University lands shall be administered, 
and on the amoutit of capitol fund which shall be derived from their sale. 
Should the lands be sold for their full value, the Board are of the opin- 
ion that the great educational interests contemplated in the Collegiate and 
Normal Departments may be amply provided for, and means remain for 
the foundation of Medical and Law Schools which may be worthy of the 
University and of the State. On the other hand, should the University 
fond disappoint public expectation, and fall within the range of the ordi- 
nary endowment of respectable Colleges in our country, the Board would 
regard it as their imperative duty to confine their pecuniary appropriations 


' to the Collegiate and Normal Departments. 


iin VALUATION AND SALE OF THE "UNIVERSITY 
LANDS. 


That it is the duty of the State so to administer these lands as to real- 
ize their whole value, seems to be universally conceeded ; and still, in 
manifest derogation of this principle, pre-emption rights are claimed to a 
portion of this trust, specially and wholly consecrated to University uses.” 
The Board have also discovered in the office of the Secretary of State, 
returns of an appraisal of these lands, made; so far.as they can discover, p 
without legal authority on the part of the appraisors. a 
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For a synopsis of thig atisa], the Legislature is respectfully referred 
to Document marked A, lit.the Appendix to this report. Bome curious 
facts are exhibited by this document. For example, while the school lands, 
which are, of course, lands of ordinary quality, are appraised at the 
average value of $3 44 per acre, the selected University lands are ap- 


^ praised at the average value of $2 78, being sixty-six cents less per aere 


than the appraised value of the school lands. The average per acre, as 


exhibited in this document, is > .

Now if this appraisal approximates towards correctness, it is manifest 
that the University lands were very unfortunately selected, and are, in 
point of fact,’ of. inferior quality. If, on the other hand, the selections 
were made with judgment, and the lands are, as they ought to be, of the 
best quality, then this appraisal presents a singular anomoly in human 
judgment. The effect of the proceeding has been to depreciate these 
lands in publie estimation, and to induce the hope and the expectation 
that they might be obtained at prices much below the market value of 
lands of good quality. 

So far as this valuation has any force and effect, its tendency is to a 
very disastrous reduction of the capital of the University fund. The ag- 
gregate appraised value of the seventy-two sections of land, as the docu- 
ment shows, is under $130,000—a sum altogether inadequate to the uses 
for which this munificent donation was designed, and to which'it should be 
faithfully applied. 

The Board: have presented these facts thus at hs in the earnest con- 
fidence that the correcting hand of iria will be promptly applied 
and the fund saved. 

In order to this end the Board would suggest to the favorable consid- 


eration of the legislature, the propriety of passing an act fixing a valuation 


of $10. per acre, below which no portion of the University lands shall.be 
sold. : 

Et is further recommended that diseretionary power be conferred on the 
Board of Regents to regulate the time and the conditions of the sale of 
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said lands: provided the same shall not be incompatible with the mini- 
mum valuation as fixed by thelégislature. ^ 

If these recommendations meet with favor, and this great interest be 
permanently arranged on this basis, it is the belief of the Board that the 
full value of the lands will be realized, and the benign ends of the trust 
be secured in perpetuity to the people of this Commonwealth. 

In recommending this policy, the Board are fortified by the example of 
the neighboring state of Michigan, whose minimum valuation in the sale 
of their University lands, has not been less, as the Board are advised, 
than twelve dollars per acre. A large fund has already been accumula- 
"ted ; ample provision has been made for the several chairs of instruction ; 
suitable buildings have been erected ; a library has been founded, appa- 
ratus proeured, extensive collections have been made illustrative of the 
scienees^of observation. Although young in years, the University of 
Michigan is mature in character, and holds an honorable p among 
the older educational establishments of the land. 

With equal wisdom and fidelity in the development of her 1 resources, 
the University of Wisconsin, with more abundant means, and more benef- 
ieent ends, may be made to accomplish a still higher destiny. 


_ VIL THE PREPARATORY DEPARTMENT. 


The Board have the satisfaction of being able to present the Preparato- 
ry Department in a sound and healthy condition. It is in contemplation 
to form, next summer, out of this material, at least two regular collegiate 
classes. For a more perfect understanding of the condition of the depart- 
meat, the Board would respectfully refer the legislature to the exhibit of 
Professor SERLING, marked B., in the appendix to this report: 


VIII. THE CABINET. 


The Board would further refer the legislature to document marked C. 
in the appendix, for the report of H. A. Tenney, Esq., Curator of the 
Cabinet. This valuable paper exhibits a very gratifying increase. of the 
contributions which have been made during the year, of specimens in 
Mineralogy and Geology, of Fossil Remains, and in Conchology. The 
report will be read with great interest, and is illustrative of the gratuitous 
services of the Curator, and of those scientific gentlemen who have so 
generously contributed their aid in advancing the interests of the Univer- 
sity, and the-cause of natural science in the state. 
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In eonelusion, the. Board beg leave to express the earnest hope, that 
the educational resources of Wisconsin will be faithfully and successfully 
administered, and to tender to the constituted authorities of the state, the 
assuyanee of their co-operation, to the extent of the means placed at their 
disposal, in every endeayor to advance the intelligence and virtue, the 
essential dignity and true glory of the commonwealth

Ofthe above pupils, twenty have been pursuing classical and other 
studies in the regular course of preparation for the higher elasses in the 
University. Eight or ten of these, if they continue in the school, will be 
prepared by the coming fall, about one half for the Sophomore, and the 
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others for the Freshman class. Two of them may be raty. for de Junior 
class. Most of the others in the regular course of study-will be in feadi- 
ness by the close of another year, it is hoped, for the Freshman; F 

There has been, in general, during the year, a regular ce on 
the part of the pupils; and, their attention to their studies and the exer- 
cises of the school, has been, to a high degree, satisfactory. 

The geueral character of the students under our instruction, we have 
the highest opinion of. Indeed, we have rarely, if ever, known, tá any 
school, so large a proportion of -young gentlemen of equal talent and 
promise. 

‘Tt has been our constant effort to inculcate habits of industry and ap- 
plication, and by patient drilling, to lay the foundation of thorough schol- 
arship, and we have the satisfaction of believing that our labors have not 
been unsuccessful. 

It will be seen that nearly all'the students who, thus far have been 
connected with the Preparatory School, are from this village or its imme- 
diate- vicinity. That we have no more from abroad is owing, in part, as 
we have good reason to believe, to the difficulty of obtaining board: in 
Madison, upon sufficiently moderate terms, especially during the session 
of the Legislature. We are sure that the present number of pupils would 
be more than doubled in the coming year, if it should be generally known 
that board could be obtained in this village at a'cheap rate. Unless some 
provision be made to-meet this want, it is to be feared -that some now in 
the school; will be under the necessity of leaving. The number of pupils 
during the past year, however, has been as great, under the circumstances, 
as could reasonably have been expected ; and from the provision which it 
is anticipated will soon be made for the accommodation of students with 
cheap board, as well as from the applications already made, it is believed 
that there will be in the coming term, a large accession to our numbers.

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UNIVERSITY CABINET.’

ET :-In compliance with your request, I herewith submit a statement 
of the condition of. the University Cabinet. The list hereunto attached, 
embraces all the specimens thus far collected. The greater and best part 
of these have been presented during the past year. It will be seen that 
while specimens have been obtained of most of the minerals and geological 


` formations in the State, some of which are very valuable, that the Cabinet 


_is yet but a skeleton of what it should be. Indeed, to complete such a 
Cabinet as 1s desirable, must necessarily be » work of years, -and require 
ihe active co-operation of publie Spirited individuals in all parts of the 


State. 


I have taken considerable pains, in many ways, during the past year, ` 


to enlist the interest of the public in favor of this enterprise, and to in- 
duee a large contribution of specimens. The result has been very grati- 
fying, as the list of contributions will show, At the same time many of 
them are only such specimens as have been picked up casually, on. ae- 
count of some peculiarity af appearance, without any particular reference 
to their importance in a scientific point of view. A thorough geological 
survey of the State could alone furnish the complete suit desired. But 
as this will not probably be made for some years, E have cast about for 
other means of adding to the collection. The most obvious method which 
has suggested itself, is to send cireulars, stating the wants of the Cabinet 
somewhat at, length, to teachers in the several district schools in the state, 
and other scientific persons, urging them to use efforts in their several: lo- 
calities, to collect and forward to this place for examination, specimens of 
all minerals, fossils, rocks, shells, &c., that can readily be obtained there- 
in. - Whenever the teachers in the state will interest themselves in this 
project and set to work the thousands of young hands under their charge, 
in making collections, the end desired will have been to a great extent ac- 
complished, and not only the University Cabinet, but all engaged be mu- 
tually benefitted. In return, by a judicious distribution of duplicate spe- 
cimens, all the important schools in the state may in time be furnished 
with Cabinets. It seems to me that very much may be accomplished in

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this manner, and 1 would earnestly urge the suty 
the’ public. i 

But very little is at present known of the 1hinersdalgé: 
- What is known, however, holds out the strongest indnge kho 
aud persevering research. Within a period of eighteept mihak 


some of them very extensive, and of the best of their sd rm jos 
copper, lead, zine, and iron ores have also been discovered ig Xl E». 
localities; and the fact has been demonstrated that some of thich 
“abound in geological formations, in which, heretofore, their eSXistopde has 
not been suspected. Every effort made to extend this Cabinet, thus far, 


has had a tendency to promote new discoveries of this kind, by arousing . 


the publie mind to the subject. 

A correspondence has been opened and carried on with several scienti 
ie gentlemen in other states, in relation to a system of exchanges. It is 
believed that large aecessions will be made to the Cabinet bia this 
medium, during the coming year. 

I would respectfully recommend to the Board, to purchase one'or ‘two 
complete suits of marine shells, during the coming season. The expense 
would be trifling, and they would form a valuable and attractive addition 
to the Cabinet. à ;

I desire ta return 
public and particular thanks, in addition, to the following named gentle- 
men :—Hon. G. W. Browriell, of St. Croix; I. A. Lapham, L. J. Far- 
well and Charles Crane, of Milwaukee : ; Charles Sweeney, of Potosi; D.

The number of school house -sites reported as containing less than.one 
acre is 511; the number unenclosed 582; the number without separate 
privies for the different sexes 519; the number of school houses without 
a black board is 331; withont maps 474. These numbers when correct- 
ed for the state, stand 853, 1085, 968, 617, and 884 respectively. 

The text books most used in the schools are Brown’s Grammar, Kirk- 
ham’s Grammar, Adams’ Arithmetic, Saunder’s Readers, Webster’s Spell- 
ing Book, and Morse’s Geography. 

There are 94 unincorporated private schools reported with an average 
attendance of 25 pupils, 2359 children attending them all. This.is only 
2 12-100 per cent. of all the children in the state. It remains to be seen 
from the returns of future years, whether the attendance increases or de- 
clines, and it will be a strong test of the success of our publie school sys- 
tem. 

The number of incorporated academies reported is two; the average 
number of pupils is not reported. 

The monetary affairs of the school distri iets have been, during the past 
year, in great confusion, owing to the frequent changes that have been 
made in the laws. Deriving no aid from the school fund, the school lands 
not having been sold, the schools have been supported by private sub- 
scription, by tax upon district property, and by amounts received from 
Town and County Treasurers. The frequent changes in the law have 
` occasioned frequent changes in school officers, and in the manner of re- 
ceiving and paying out school moneys. Hence the discrepancies between 
the amounts received and expended. 

The “amount of public money received" is stated to be $17,918 él. 
The amount received from County Treasurers is reported $426 70; from 
Town Treasurers, $12,286 17, and from other sources, $5,254 86; 
- their sum is $17,967 76, and ought to-balance the amount of “public 

money." . This, however, is not the case, the difference being $654 15. 

The amount 'of public money expended for teachers’ wages is $12,- 

728 97; for libraries, $725 00-;. for other purposes, $1,054 89; and 
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the balance on hand. is $2, 541 84. The sum of Hed is $17, 083 10, 
which ought to balance with the above, but is too small. 


'The amount raised by tax in distriets and expended for teacher's "-— 


is $10,112. 30 ; on school houses $15,988 22; on libraries $8 00; for 

fuel and other purposes, $918 94; the sum of these is $21, 022. 41. —

/ Reports of the appraisal of school lands have been received in the Se- 
retary’ s Office from twenty-five counties, some of which are far from being 
full.

By special act approved March 81st, 1849, persons claiming pre-emp- 
tión on lots in the Racine’ City section, became entitled to receive a con- 
veyance thereof on payment either of the whole valuation, or ten per cent. 
down, and bond ånd mortgage to secure the remainder at option, the seven 
per cent. interest in advance on the unpaid balance not’ being required. 

The whole value of this section by the last appraisement nduding cost 
of appraisal was $74,405 00. Sales- were effected last summer to the 
amount of 74,474 72, on which $9,511 86 was received, and the remain- 
der secured by 892 mortgages. Of the amount received $951 75 was 
paid into the County Treasury to defray the costs of appraisal; and $8,400 
of the remainder was loaned on 23 mortgages, making 415 mortgages 
latogether on this section.

“by the Commissioners, amounts to $588, and constitutes the income of 


the school fund for the present year; this distributed as direeted by law 
amounts to eight and three-tenths mills per child. Milwaukee county will 
recéive the largest amount $69 63, and St. Croix county the smallest, 
twenty-four cents. The average apportionment per town is $2 321 per 
district is forty-seven cents. A sum so very small will hardly be worthy 
of distribution. 

The sale of school lands which will take place in 1850, will probably 
secure an income of at least thirty thousand dollars to be apportioned 
among the-several towns of the state in the spring of 1851; till which 
time the schools must be altogether supported in the manner now provided 


‘by law. 


PLANS FOR THE IMPROYEMENT AND MAN AGEMENT 
. OF THE COMMON SCHOOL FUND. : 


The law passed by the last Legislature provides for the ‘sale ‘of Xhe 
‘school lands and the investment of the funds: 

This law after describing the manner of selling atid leasing the lands 
further provides: that:the nett proceeds of the sales form a-perpetual 
fund, the interest of which, together with the revenue derived from the 
interest on unpaid ‘balances and -gents, -Bhall'be appropriated: to common 
achools,-academies, normal schools,-and the puréhase of libraries and ‘ap- 
paratus for the same. That the principal be loaned out and-the interest 
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applied to the current expenses. It empowers and obliges the Commis- 


sioners to loan to citizens of : this state in-sums not less than $100 nor - 


greater than $500, on security of bond and mortgage on unencumbered 
real-estate of double the value of the -sum:loaned, and they may appoint 
~ commissioners to appraise the premises offered on mortgage: the. mortga- 
gee to show complete chain of title and prove no incumbrance. It pro- 
villesithat the mortgage shall be considered of record from its date; that 
"the:moneys arising ‘from the sale‘in any county be loaned exclusively in 
‘that.county, and fixes the interest at 7 per cent. invariably iu advance ; 
«that-when any sum greater than $1000 is in the treasury it shall be.loan- 
ed as above provided : ‘that no loans shall be made for a longer time than 
five-years, but-this time may be extended from year to year by payment of 
interest, and may be paid up if mortgagee chooses, at any time wheucthe

OUR SCHOOLS ARE TO BE FREE. 


By the 3d section, article 10, of the Constitution, tis fegicitor Í ia 
required to “ provide by law for the establishment of district schools which 
shall be as nearly uniform as practicable, and such schools shall be free 
and without charge for tuition tọ ali ebildren between the ue of four and 
twenty years." 

This being a constitutional provision cannot de disturbed. En secures 
permanently to all the children and youth: in the state the . benefits of a a 
free publie school. In its advantages they all, without, distinetion are 
permitted to participate. None are exeluded—none are condemned by 
the, accidents of birth or fortune to grow up in ignorance. The State acts 
the part of a wise and affectionate parent, and “dispenses its bounty, with 
an impartial hand to all its children, It assumes their guardianship, snd 
by means of a virtuous edueation- seeks to train them up so.as to render 
them: useful and honorable citizens. 


In this way, by diffusing as widely as possible the means of individual 


and social happiness, it aims at the general. elevation and protean of 
the whole body of the people. 

This wise and beneficent poliey is in perfect harmony with the prinei- 
ples of our free ingtitutions ; for nothing is more fit and proper than that 
those who are in a little time to be invested with the rights of sovereignty 
and, to contro] the destinies of the country, should be properly. educated— 
educated for the sphere i in which they are to move, and for the duties they 
will be called upon to discharge. i 

«The principle of free universal education is an American principe. . It 
was first proclaimed on American soil. , It was conceived in the winds, of 
our early New England ancestors and associated .with their first: ‘thoughts 
and first words of liberty. ` Few at the present day are inclined to ques- 
tion its. correctness, and in the general progress of our institutions it is 
fast making its way to universal adoption.

SCHOOL LAW.

At the last session of the Legislature a schoo] law was passed carrying 
-out the provision of fhe article in the Constitution on the subject of edu- 
cation. 

Agreeably to the directions of the legislature, four TER copies of 
the law with notes and instructions by the State Superintendent, have been 
distributed among the several school distriets of the state during the pres- 
ent year. So little time has elapsed since the law was passed, that there 
has been very little opportunity to test experimentally the sufficiency of 
its provisions for the particular purposes intended, but I believe, general- 
ly speaking, they are found to be satisfactory. 

It provides for the division of the territory of the towns into convenient 
school districts, arid for the organization of. such by the election of three 
district officers; for the assessment and collection of district school taxes ; 
for the support of schools and the establishment of school libraries; spe- 
cifies the powers and duties of district meetings, of Town Superintendents, 
of Town Clerks, and Clerks of County Boards of Supervisors in connec- 
tion with the schools of their respective towns and counties. It directs 
how suits shall be prosecuted against school districts, and how judgment 
shall be collected, and affixes penolties to the neglect or violation of duty 
on the part of all those officers of whom duties are required under law.— 
Tt requires teachers to procure certifieates from the Town Superintendents 
that they are qualified in respect to moral character, learning and ability, 
before they ean be employed, and specifies certain branches to be taught 
in every school. „These branches are orthography, reading, "writing, arith- 
metic, and English grammar. It provides for the introduction of suitable 
school and text books into the schools, and requires the teacher to keep a 
register of the daily attendance, tardiness and absence of his pupils.. By 
another act relating to. Towns and Town Officers, Town Superintendents 
are to be elected by the electors of the several towns annually at the 
April elections. 

. Such are the leading features of the law ander which our schools hase 
been organized during the past year, and so far have we progressed to- 
wards establishing a system of public instruction. The inquiry, now aris- 
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es, is the system complete, and will it secure the attainment of the great 
end in view, the proper instruction of the youth of our state? In other 
words, will it secure tè the pupils in the schools a proper training of their 
mental powers, affections, manners and habits, and a proper acquaintance 
with the elements of knowledge which are there proposed to be imparted? fd 

Teachers, before they can bo employed, are required to be examined by 
the Town Superintendents. "But the sole object of this examination is to 
agcertain whether they are qualified. or not, Such an examination can 
have no efficiency i in imparting the knowledge and ability that constitute 
the qualification. Neither is there any magic iti a Town Superintendent’s 
certificate, to make the teacher know more after he receives if, than he did 
before. This mode’ of examining teachers and certifying g to théir qualifi- 
cations, has long been in use, and has undoubtedly done some good. Tt 
has probably excluded from the schools many grossly i incompétent teachers 
who otherwise might have been employed in them.* I would therefore re: 
tain the mode for the little good it is calculated todo. What we need is 
à system of means by which teachers may be qualified. The business of 
téaching is professional, as much so as that of law or médicine. It has, its 
theoretical principles and its rules of practice, and without an. acquaint- 
ance with these, he’ who artogates | to himself-the name of” teacher, is a 
mere pedagogue. No matter how accurate and extensive a man’s general 
scholarship may be, „special training a course of proféssiónal. reading, 1ti- 
struction and practice is deemed necessary to make him a suctessfil law- 
yer or physician.  — 

This special training is as as necessary tp the teacher asit is to those 
who engage in what are called the learned professions, and more so ; for 
the training of the youthful mind and character is a more delicate and dif- 
ficult task, p on’ involving’ more momentous ‘consequences than: any 
other cominitted to human hands, and before so important a trust ís com: 
mitted. to the hands of a teacher, he should be thoroughly fitted ‘for his 
fork, snd"not only be made acquainted with all the elementary branches 
of knowledge, but should also be furnished with that ready ability i in re- 
gard tò means and modes of procedure that may be necessary in condiet, 
ing the various educational processes. But how can we expeet to find 
such teachers unless special means are provided for training them for their 
business ; and if a few good teachers could be obtained without thé use of 
such means, there would be but few, and the general qualification. of 
teachers would be left where it always has been. 

We must have then, Teachers’ Seminaries of some description, ‘where 
the ‘business of teaching is made a systematic object of attention: " 
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` N ORMAL SCHOOLS,

In Massachusetts and New , York, where more i been done for ihe 

' proper qualification of teachers than in any of the other States, teachers’ 
seminaries, commonly called Normal Schools, have been established, -— 
This term ** Normal Schools”? is borrowed from Prussia, where such 
schools have long been in successful operation. "There is ro fixed plan, 

- upon which uh schools shoüld be established. Tle plan may be varied. 
to suit the difference in circumstances and social condition of different 
communities. 

_ That institutions of this kind are needed in Wisconsin, is not only en 
vious from general considerations of their expediency,"but provision has 
been made for their establishment in express terms in the constitution.— 
By section 2 article X, of the Constitution, it is provided that after the 
wants of the common schools shall have been supplied, if there | shall re- 
main a balance of the income of the school fund unexpended, a portion of 
the same shall be appropriated to the support and maintainance of Nor- 
mal Schools, and suitable libraries and apparatus therefor. 

The subject of a seminary for teachers in New York was first presented 
by Dewitt Clinton in one of his annual messages to the legislature of that 
state- . The first act in that state for the avowed object of promoting the 
education of teachers was passed i in 1827, by which the income of $150,- 
000 was distributed among the several academies of the state, to aid them 
in establishing courses of lectures and exercises for the preparation, sof 
teachers. 

This act did not accomplish the abject designed, and i in 1834 another 
act was passed by yirtue of which one.academy in each of the eight seng 
torial districts of the state was .selected, and five hundred dollars appro- 
priated to each of them to purchase a library and apparatus adapted to 
the use of those who were preparing to be teachers; and four hundreg 
dollars to each to provide for a special course of instruction in teaching. 
This act continued in force till 1844 when it was repealed and the legis- 
lature'hy.a unanimous vote of both houses appropriated $10, 000 a year 
for five years for the establishment of a Normal School -at Albany, In 
the year 1848, the Legislature appropriated the farther sum of $15 000 
for the erection of a suitable building. The number of pupils jn this 
school is limited to 256, each county having the privilege of sending 
twice as many pupils as it has members of the Assembly.  Pupils.ad- 
mitted into the school have a right to remain for- a period of two years, or 
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until ies graduate and are thorqughly instructed i in, all the elementary 


branches. The tuition is, free and the pupils ard furnished with the-use of 
text books without charge, Besides this, each individual receives, four 
cents a mile.on the distance from his county. seat to. Albany to defray. hig 
travelling expenses. Each of the teachers educated in this Normal School, 
| according to the estimate of the Executive committee, costs the State fifty 

dollars. The whole cost of the school to the state for the last year, :ac- 
cording to the last, report of the Executive Committee, was em 9 96. 
and this, it is estimated, yill be about its annual eost. ,

In Massachusetts, three Normal Schools have been. established under 
the general direetion of the Board of Education. In these schools the 
number of pupils is not limited as in New York.

"Tha 
minimum time of study is fixed at one year. . Pupils who makeigoad pro- 
ficieney may receive at the end of that time a certificate of qualification.

SCHOOL HOUSES. 


The following suggestions on the subject of school edifices, their struc- 
Aure and furniture, were inserted in the instructions that accompanied die 
school law published by direction of the Legislature. They are believed 
te be in accordance with modern improvements and were prepared to an- 
swer the many inquiries that were addressed to this department on that 
subject. 

** As inquiries are- continually addressed to the State Superintendent, 
in relation to tlie proper structure of school houses, he deems it his duty 
in this plate to make such suggestions on that subject, and others con- 
nected with it.as may be sufficient to inform and direct the judgments of — 
those ‘interested. 

** A few suggestions only ean here he made. ` 

« The site of the school house should be located in a dry, healthy and 
sheltered situation, and so remote from the highway and from the vicinity 
of public business, that the order of the school may: not be distarbed by 
nóise or sight of passing objects. ‘ 
' .« The quantity of lind embraced in dis gite, should not be less than 
one acre. Et should be sufficiently spacious to afford ample room for play 
grounds, and for the erection of separate out buildings for the different 
sexes. t sliould be planted with shade trees, if a natural grove cannot 
be had, and enclosed with a neat and substaritial fence, 

. -:** The school edifice should present to the eyé, an attractive exterior 
appearance and good architectural proportions. In caloulating its size 
the two following particulars must be regarded : 

- ‘gt, There should be a separate entry for each sex, distinct from the. 
school room, furnished with a‘scraper, booka, shelves, sink, &e. , 

** 9d. The principal róom or rooms should be sufficiently spacious to 
allow at least 1622 cubic feet to each acholar, This allowanee includes 
the space, ñeressary: for alleys around and between the rows of deska, and 
What may be necessary for a stove, and the conducting of recitations, ©

- As faras 
the size of the building is concerned, these plans are not designed: as 
módels exactly to be followed ; but from their inspection it is presumed a 
better idea can be had of the ‘objecta. intended, than can be conveyediby 
any written description. The size of the school house must be determin-

With the defects of the plan; all who have ever T in teaching, 


` or who have been taught in a common school, are more or less familiar. 


The necessity of a reform on this subject. has been one of the, standing 
topics of discussion among the friends of education, in every: part of the 
country, for the last twelve or fifteen years. Say the Board of Education 
of Massachusetts, in their eighth annual report, in speaking of a school 
constituted as ours-now are under the law, ‘‘ Suppose a school. to eonsist 
of seventy pupils, and to be divided into classes of equal numbers, each 
class attending to a particular study from the alphabet upwards. Suppose’ 
such a school to be kept for six hours per day for the space of thirty-three 
weeks. Dividing the time equally, each scholar will receive, individually, 
five minutes of instruction daily, one half of -an hour weekly, and sixteen 
and a half hours for the whole time! Now, here are seventy. immortal 
minds which are to be taught the alphabet, spelling, reading, writing, 
arithmetic, geography, grammar, the definition of words, philosophy, &o;, 


_&e., and two and a half minutes is the average time allowed to each pupil ` 


every half day! It is.said that by a classification of the school, the time 
spent by the teacher in the instruction of a class is in fact instruction 
given to each individual scholar, it is conceded that this is true with pu- 
pils of cultivated minds. But what shall be said of those who have but 
just begun the study of letters, or simple words, who are engaged in 
learning chatacters and sounds, and words without ideas, things of them- 


. selves possessing no interest, and which require the most assiduous care 


of a` judicious teacher to take from the exercise its utter irksomeness ? 
What shall be said of a system which, after a few minutes’ employment 
in designating to the learner the apparent difference in the various letters 
of the alphabet, leaves the young searcher after wisdom to one of three 
‘most distressing alternatives: either of listening to recitations which, ef 
necessity, he cannot understand ; or infringing upon the laws of the.sehool, 
by whispering and disorder; or, what is the worst of the three, of spend- 
ing the remaining hours of the day in a state of intellectual inaction.” 
Similar views were expressed in 1841, by Horace Mann, them secretary 
of the Board of Education òf Massachusetts :—‘‘ A more trying situation 
for a person of judgment and good feelings cannot well be conceived; than 
that of having sole charge of a sehool of sixty, seventy or eighty scholars, 
of all ages, where he is equally exposed to censure for the indulgences . 
that” niade good order, and for the discipline that enforees it. One'of 


a 
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the inquiries contaiged in the circular letter to the school committees, in 
1888, was respecting the ages of the children attending our public sehoola. 

By the answer it appeared that in very many places the schools were at- 
iended;by scholars of all ages. between four years and twenty; and, in 
some places, by those between two years and a half and twenty-five ;.and 
thus the general regulations of the school, as to order, stillness and a oode 
of fixed laws, were the same for infants but just out of the cradle, as ‘for 
mh who bad been enrolled seven years in the militia. Now nothiag ean 
lje: more obvious than that the kind of government appropriate, and even 
indispensable, for one portion of these scholars, was flagrantly unsuitable 
for the other. The larger scholars, with a liberal recess, can keep their 
"seats and apply their minds for three consecutive hours. But to make 
. small children sit, both dumb and motionless, for three successive hoars, 
-With the exception of a brief recess and two short lessons, is an iufraetion 
àf: every law which the Creator has imposed upon both body and mind. 
There is but one motive by which this violence to every prompting of pa- 


ture can be committed, and that is an overwhelming, stupifying sense of: 


fear. If a world were offered to these children, as a reward for this pro- 
longed silence and inaction, they would spurn it ; the deep instinct of self- 
preservation alone, is sufficient far the purpose. The irreparable injury of 
making a child sit straight, and silent, and motionless, for three continu- 

ous hours, with only two or three brief respites, cannot be conceived. 

Ita effect upon the body is to inflict severe pain, to impair health, to check 
the free circulation in the system—all which leads to deformity. In ge- 
gard to the intellect, it suppresses the activity of every faculty, and it is 
# universal law,.in regard to them all, that they acquire strength by ex- 
oreise, and lose tane and vigor by inaction, The inevitable consequence 
is, both to diminish the number of things they will be competent to do, 
and to disable them for doing this limited number so well as they otber- 
wise might. In regard to the temper and morals, the results are still 
more deplorable. To command a child, silent in regard te speech and 
déad in regard to motion, when every limb and organ aches for aetivity—- 
t set achild down in the midst of others, whose very presenee acta upon 
his social nature as irresistably as gravitation acts upon his body, and to 
prohibit all recognition of, or communication with his fellows, is subjeeting 
him to a temptation to disobedience which it is physically and merally 
. impossible he should wholly resist. What observing person, who has 
ever visited a school where the laws of bodily and mental activity are thus 
violated, has failed to see how keenly the children wateh the motions of 
the teacher, how eagerly, the first moment when his face is turned. from 
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them, or any objeet intervenes to secure them from view, they seize-upon 
the occasion to whisper, laugh, chaffer, make grimmaces, or do some other 
thing against the known laws of the school. Every clandestine.act of this 
kind, cultivates the spirit of deception, trickery and fraud ;- it leads to thé 
formation not of an open and-ingenuons, but of a dissembling, wily, se- 
eretive character.” 

The Secretary of the Board of Commissioners of Cominói Schools of - 
Connecticut, in his report of 1840, says :—“ The importance and diffi- 
culty of a judicious arrangement of the studies and classes of:a sehool, 


. 80 as to diminish the surface over which the teacher must spread his labors, 


and enable him to act most efficiently on the greatest number at a time; ig 
glaringly manifest in the district school, composed’ as it is of children of 
different ages, from four years'and under, to sixteen and upwards, of both 
sexes, in different studies, from the alphabet of knowledge up to the higher 
branches of mathematies, ih a diversity of school books, and those of dif- 
ferent editions, iu every stage of proficiency, arising from difference in 
school attendance, parental co-operation, individual capacity and habits of 
study, and tó crown the whole, with one teacher in the summer and . an- 
other teacher in the winter. ‘These ‘circumstances .combined,’set ‘almost 
every principle of classification at defiance, and hence I: have found as 
many classes as there were studies in the school, increaséd ‘by diversity: of 
books, age and proficiency. The time of the teacher-was-divided into 
minute portions, and his attention distracted by such a variety and cori- 
plexity of duties, that there could be very little satisfaction or progress td 


either teacher or scholar.” Ba 
Similar expressions of opinion on this subject abound. in: the ‘various 


-published ‘déeuments* of other. states, and indicate, unequivocally, the

teachers catt be: properly. qualified, and if a proper selection can be made 
among studies, by the exclusion of those which are useless, all the chil- 
drer: of every country village maybe. as’ well educated as. the most 
favored portion of the ehildren‘of the best inhabitants of cities:

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But while I would give to this measure all the effect which may legiti- 
mately be claimed for it, I would not extend it so far as to sanction a 
permanent and exclusive selection for the whole State, and even for any 
considerable portion of .it, of a particular work.or series of works, how- 
ever meritorious. or however impartial and discriminating may be the 
tribunal to which the selection is committed. I see no very serious 
objection to the recommendation, by some properly constituted beard, 


_ or by a public officer, of works in their or his judgment best adapted to 


the purposes of teachers and pupils-—léaving such works to find their way 
into the schools upon their merits, and leaving both teachers and: pupils 


. free to avail themselves of suelr other authorities as ih their opinion might 


most effectually aid their investigations. Wherever good teachers-are, 
as they should be, permanently employed, practical uniformity would, I 
think, speedily result from such a process; whereas, were a certain 
series to be authoritatively imposed upon every teacher and every school, 
I should entertain serious doubts whether equal progress would be made 
in the various branches of study, as if greater latitude of selection had 
been allowed.

Ff each teacher at the commencement of his term, were allowed to select 
the various text books he might prefer, from a list comprising a pretty 
extensive variety, sanctioned by the Superintendent, or Board of Regents 
of the University, and the books thus selected were to be regarded as 
authoritatively established for the entire term during which such: teacher 
should be engaged, I am inclined to believe the principle of uniformity 


would be carried to as great an extent as would be permanently benefi- 
. cial, especially under a system where properly qualified teachers may be 


expected to occupy the schools for terms ranging from one to three, five, 
and even ten years. This arrangement, while it would secure all the 


benefits of uniformity to each school, would leave room for all those 


shades and degrees of preference for favorite and particular authors, 
which: teachers might feel, and at the same time, furnish ample induce- 
ments to more improved works in the, various departments of education.
